our laft, his Lordthip this day prefent- 
ed a bill for regulating the govero- 
ment of the province of Maff.chuffetts 
Bay, which was read a firft time, and 
ordered to be read a fecond time on 
Fiiday next, and to be printed. 

The Houle then went into a com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, to take into 
confideration his Majefy’s meffage, 
and American papers, of the 7th and 
arth of March. 

Lord Nerth prefented feveral other 
papers received fince the commitiee laft 
fat, the reading of which was not finifh- 
ed till half after five o’clack, when his 
Lordfhip made the following motions 
“* That leave be given to bring in a 
bill for the impartial adminiftration of 
juftice in cafes of perfons queftioned 
for any a&ts done by them in the exe- 
cution of the laws, or for the fuppref- 
fion of riots and tumults, in the pro- 
vince of Maffachuffets Bay, in New 
England.” 

This motion occafioned a very warm 
and well-fupported debate, which con- 
tinued till within a few minutes of nine 
o'clock, when the queftion being put, 
it was agreed to without a divilion, and 
a bill ordered to be brought in accord- 
ingly. 

Previous to the motion being deli- 
vered to the Chairman, Lord North ex- 





plained the intentions of the bill, trac.’ 


ed its feveral outlines, and obviated 


~—-< the probable objections that 
might be made to it’; faid, in particu- 
lar, that he propofed that -offenders 
fhould be. removed: far trial: to other 
colonies, or, if govetnment. thought 
thai juftice conld not be had there, that 
in cafe they fhould be brought ta Great 
Britain, the expence be. defrayed by 
the public, He informed ché: com- 
mittee, that it’ was fntended: ‘to fend 
four regiments of foot to.Botton ; that 
General Gage was to be invefted with 
the civil and military command of the 
prevince ; .and, in conformity to this 
arrangement, Gevernor’ Hutchinfon 
had already taken his paflage for Eu. 
rope. 

Col. B-rré {poke ftrongly againit the 
motion, condemning it with all imagi- 
nabie freedom, fpirit, and ability. He 
faid he well knew the temper of the 
people there; that they would not be 
driven, but might be eafily led ; -that 
they were tenacious of their liberties, 
would not be dregooned out of then, 
and {corned to be flaves; that, if the 
General muft ga, he fhould carry the; 
{word in one hand, and the olive~ 
branch in the other 5. but, for his part, 
he thought it extremely improper to re- 
move the prefent Governor, who, in his. 
opinion, was a very capable and expe- 
rienced man. ; "hh 

Mr. S /¢-tor G-. n-red obferved, that» 
the objection railed to the mode of trialy 
would come to nothing when properly: 
confidered ; that it was an eltablithed 
ancient mode of proceeding, we!l war- 
ranted in reafon, policy, and juftice ;- 
that ina recent inftance, the cafe of ile. 
Suffex finugglers, it had been found 
neceflary ; and that their crimes and. 
that of the Boftonians were in a great 
meafure fimilar. 

Capt. Ph-pps expatiated largely.on 
the merits of Geneval Gage, He urg-

Mr. C-raw-i DP wilh gentlemen 
would take into-eunfideration the juf- 
tice of their former ‘proceedings, and 
the policy and expediency which the 
prefent times require and ‘eccafion, | 
don't love entering: into the Jong de. 
bates which have formerly happened 
upon this bufinefs; I think it wrong, 
and with only to purfue the prefent 
expediency of the meafure, . The pro- 
pofition which we are now called upon 
to decide, is fimply this: Whether the 
whole of owr authority over the Ame- 
ricans fhall be taken away? Tt has 
been {aid we have iiruated the Ameri- 
cons, by taxes that are neither for the 
purpofe of vevenue, nor for commer- 
cial regulations, The tax will be 
found to produce much more than gen- 
tlemen think ; and however little it 
may produce, the taking of it of at 
this time would be both impolitic and 
impradent. |Much-has alto been faid 
about gaining the aff Gion of the ‘A- 
mericans. ‘If this was a new quetlion, 
T fhould thibk the gaining their affec- 
tions is worth.» thoufand times the 
produce of. the ter duty. It is true, 


‘Sir, ‘that England is loaded with a 


delist of a vety confidersble amount, on 
account of the Jaf American war ; 
‘and itis but jut and right they fhould 
bear their proporti: n of expence. Gen- 
tlemen fay, that the proportiom thould 
have been made to them by way of re- 
qiufition. If I faw or apprehendid the 
leaft inclination from them to afift us 
in ‘any other mode as to taxation, I 

would 
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would readily give up this particular 
tax ; but has any one offered any. thing 
on this head? Has any perfon been 
authorifed to treat; or any ambaflador 
fent on this occafion? 1 would meet 
them half way in this propofition. it 
has been faid, that all ties labours are 
centered in this country, ard tht we 
fhould injure ourfelves by laying this 
tax. I look apon the interelt of this 
country to be fo nearly conneéted with 
that, that our ow adtions will bé the 
guide of their fecurity. America does 
not meet you on the mode.of taxation, 
but on the queftion of sight; .and,, for 
my part, | cannot comprehend the dif- 
tinction hetween internal and: exterval 
taxition. You repeated the ftamp-act; 
did America then receive this boon of 
repeal chearfully ? Difsrbances have 
been fomenting and growing ever fince. 
Some few years patt you repealed tiree 
or fourvof thefe taxes; b-wifh much 
the debate on this queftion hadthen been 
agitated,, The queftion now is, Whe- 
ther it is pnutent tonrepeal this tax’at 
this critica) junéture ? The Americans 
fay, veltoreus io the fame fituation we 
were in before the famp-adt paffed. 
Suppofe we do, we fhould put them in a 
worfe fituation than they are now in. The 
confumer of a pound of tea before 


that act took place, prid 12d. by this. 


act he only pays 34. the confumer there- 
fore gains gd. by every pound he ules, 
This tax upon tea is certainlynot uacoms 
mercial, becaufe teais much cheaper now 
than before; and therefore I think it 
cannot have any afpect of grievance, as 
a commercial tax. What then ate we 
to expeét, if we thew fuch a pufillani- 
mous timidity in repealing this tax, 
merely becaufe they object to it? On. 
the queftion of right, they will: cer- 
tainly confider us in a more contemp- 
tuous light than they ever yet did. 
Let me afk what anfwer they will give 
when after this the. Americans thall 
voluntarily apply to repeal the duty of 
wine, &c. the fame principle which. 
gperates for the repeal of this, will go 
to that. Idanot fee what anfwer you 
can give, nor where the complaint is 
I'kely to top, until you have given up 
the whole, and, by that means, Ame- 
rica ittelf. If you pert in the mea- 
fu.es you have begun with, I think 
there is not a doubt of your fucceeding, 
and become, if I may ule the word, 
wiorious ; but I wou'd have this vic- 
tory obtained by a firm, confiftent, 
jut, and manly canduét. 1 don’t fee 
what line of di(crimtination you can 
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draw : for many parts of America have 
in a meafure difobeyed the precepts of 
this country, and behaved much in the 
fame manner as Bofton. It bas been 
faid, and it is a doétrine [ readily agree 
to, that.you ought to twine the olives 
branch round the fword;. but if, Sir, 
they will return to their duty as they 
ought ta do, the {word will have no 
edge. Let ys not give way to falfe 
conceits, or faétions. proceedings ; be 
calm, and perfit in: a-juft conde&. 
Deep as our debt is on account of A- 
meticasryqu will be deprived of a 4th. 
part of the revenue, in the. day when 
the {vftem. of ‘taxation will be found 
neceflary fori carrying en the jupplies 
of war, and the exigencies of govern- 
ment ; and when buhuels myft he ftop- 
ped, without tome, refouree, of fupply, 
there then wont be found) two ivoices 
about taxing America. 1 31% 

Mr. C-raw-ll's reflections on tiie re- 
peal of the ftamp-aét, and on the cor- 
du& of the Rockingham) adminiftra- 
tion, called up Mr. Edm-ad B-rke,who, 
in. a moft excellent {peech that lafted 
upwards of two hours, after thewing 
the inutility of the, tax, and its mif- 
chievous confequences, not Only to the 
liberties af Amerita, but alfo to the 
trade of every part of the, Briti(h em- 
pire, undertook the defence of the ad« 
miniftration of his friends, with whom, 
he faid, he had begun his, political, ca- 
reer, and with whom he had:-continued 
to aét and to think ever fince. He en- 
tered minutely into ther fituation at 
the time of the repeal of the ftamp-adt, 
which gave occafion tothe introduction 
of many curious and interefting anec- 
dotes, ’ 

By an exact detail of faéts, not quef. 
tioned by any body who {poke .in.the 
debate, he proved invincibly, that the 
adminittration of the Marquis of Rock. 
ingham was by fat. the mott comfifent, 
judicious, firm, and refotute, , that this 
nation. has feen for many yeirs,. not- 
withftanding the indefatigable induftry 
of hired libellers, whiiperers, and eve- 
ry kindof railers, to propagate the 
contrary opinion. 

He admitted that his party were, and 
are ftill, timid gf plunging this empive 
into the calamities of a civil war; bat 
infitted, that, whilft they had power, 
they had manfully refitted the influence 
under which all others had bowed ; 
that they had ftrengthened, inftead of 
impairing, the liberty of their country, 
and -had fteadily maintained her peace 
at home, and her seputation abroad j 
an

and that, however careful of their 
country, they had nore of the little 
cares of themfelves, ari had no fears 
for lofs of place or emoinvment. 

His next obje& was to fhew the 
falthood and futility of the affertion, 
that the repeal of the iismp a& had 
produced the d-fturbances in America, 
This he did in the mot fatisfaory 
manner, By an accumulatian of dates, 
records, and authorities of ‘ali forts. 
He fhewed, that America had becn in- 
flamed by tixes, queted by their re- 
peal, and inflamed again by being tax- 
ed again. He “proved by fads, that 
whenever we had ‘given way, on the 
point’ immediately in litigation, Ame- 
rica has, on her fide, had no retrofpec, 
stor dilfputed'captioufly the payment of 
any old-ftanding taxes : but when we 
Have impofed ‘new taxes, fhe has con- 
ftantly difputed the old; and when we 
have pufhed’’ matters to ext:emity, the 
has difputed every thing. 

This led hitn'to go to the bottom of 
the evil, by laving open the whole po- 
licy of this kingdom w:th regard to the 
colonies, which he deduced from their 
fi t fertlemrrit tothe commencement of 
the prefert reign, In this part, he 


thewed a moft’profound knowledge of. 


that capital concern. At the period of 
the peace, he entered Jargely into the 
eaules of the deviation fiom the ancient 
uniform fyften’ of colony government, 
and the confequences of that deviation. 
This naturally introduced a detached 
examination of the charafters of the 
fjeveral Minifters, who had condutted 
affairs fince America had encroffed the 
attention of government; and, as the 
_ charaéters of men mutt have influence 
on their conduct, he drew at large the 
pidures of Mr. Grenville, Mr. Charles 
‘Fownthend, and Lord Chatham. The 
conclufion of this admitable fpeech, 
which fixed thé attention of the whole 
Houfe to the'lalt moment, was a ftrong 
and pathetic €xhortation toa change of 
the prefent fchemes of American go- 
vernment. 

Mr W. dif-rb-rne. Yam not willing 
to trouble the Houfe long upon this 
oceafion, as it is impoffible to fry any 
thing that his-not been touched on he- 
fore; but I cannot agree to the cha- 
racters the hunourabie gentleman has 
given ; I differ much from him in the 
charaéter of that great man Mr. Gren- 
ville, of whom I fhall always {peak 
with venrrition, T cannot hep, Sir, 
but think, that if you repeal thes ad, 
the Americans will confider your weak- 
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nefs in the higheft degree, and receive 
it in the fame manner as if you had done 
it thro’ fear. The difpotttion to deny 
your authoritv in America, exifted long 
before the nafling or repealing the ftamp 
a&. Theafiembly reque!! -d of the coun- 
cil, how an a& of this leciflature came 
to be troll d imtheir #s'ute book, not 
affented io by them. Ws not this a 
flagrant inftance of their rebellious dif- 
pohtion ? They'confide® a!! the'aéts that 
reftrain trie as Megal, and théy want 
to treat with you upon an independant 
footing ; but if you give up this tax, it 
is not here that sou mult fop; you will 
be required to give up much more, nay, 
to give up all. Much has’ been faid 
about requifition ; but I with genite- 
men would confider how, and ‘in’ What 
manner, the Miniftere of this country, 
treating with the affemblies’ of Ame- 
rica, are to raife money there without 
the aid of their legiflaiure, 

Mr. B-rke‘rote to explam, that he 
did not mean to catt the léaft Mut upon 
the charaéter of Mr. Grenvilte’}’ and’ 
concluded with faying, ‘hé! wowld’ nor 
raife the bodies of the dead,‘ to’inzke 
them vampires to fuck out the virtues 
of the living. os ip to 

Mr. C. F-x. Let us-confider, ‘Sir, 
what is the fate America appears in to 
this country; they will appear 4s ufe- 
ful fubje&ts, if you ufe them with that 
temper and lenity which you 6tight to 
do. When the ftanp act was repeal. 
ed, muimurs ceated, and qtiet  fuc- 
ceeded. Taxes have prodticed a con- 
trary behaviour; they have been fuc- 
ceeded by riots and difturbances. Here 
is an abfolate dereliétion of' the autho- 
rity of this country.’ Tr has been faid, 
that America is tot reprefeiited here 
but virtually; the Americans are full 
as virtually taxed, as virtually repre- 
fented. A tax ‘can only’ be laid’ for 
three purpofes: the firf for a ‘commer- 
cial regulation ; the /econd for a reve- 
nue; and the third for ‘aflerting your 
right. As to the two firft, it has clear- 
ly beer’ denied it is for either’; as to 
the latter, it is only done with a view 
to irritate and declare war there, which, 
if you perfitt, I am ¢learly of opi- 
nion you will effeét, or force the Ame-~ 
ricans into open rebellion. 

Lord Beauch mp. Sir, 1 fhould not 
intrude at this late hour of the night, 
did not I with to exprefs my thoughts, 
that the Americans are not contending 
for the mode of taxation, but the right. 
Some years ago, when this a&t was 
pafed, combinations took place, in a 
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der to oppofe that authority which you 
wish to exert. Meafures are now a- 
dopted to induce them to confent to 
this aét, not by force, but by meass 
which I hope will bring them to a fenie 
of their duty. Had this repeal been 
propofed fome feffions ago, 1 fhould 
molt probably have adopted it ; but the 
prefent difturbances in America totally 
prevent my giving my confenttoit, I 
think it impraét:cable to repeal it, be- 
caufe we give upour right; and I will 
not fay, that at no fu'ure moment I 
would not tax America, There may 
be times. wken the ueceflity of fuppiy- 
ing the exigencies of this country may 
demand that aid; and therefore I would 
exectour authority now by a pradlicable 
claim.of right, which I hope will not 
hereafter be difputed, 

General B rg-ynxe. Sir, T look upon 
America to be our child, which I think 
we haye already {poiled by too much 
indulgence. We are.defired to conci- 
liate meafures wjth the Americans; I 
look upon this meafure to have a total 
different effeét ; I think it a mifufe of 
time to go into a commitiee, and that 
even the enquiry, the news of which 
will foon reach America, will tend to 
nothing but to raife heats, and not ap- 
peafe, butirvitate and difturb the more. 
Iris faid, if you remove this duty, you 
will remove all grievances in America ; 
but Iam apprehenfive that it is the 
right of taxation thcy contend about, 
and not the tax ; it is the independent 
ftate of that country upon the leg-fla- 
ture of this, which is contended for; 
but, Sir, [am ready to refift that pro- 
pofition, and to contend, at any future 
time, againit fuch independence, IT 
will not enter into the characters of 
people, nor will J call the great perfon 
who, planned thefe meafures a cheru- 
bim, feraphim, or arch-angel ; but, as 
a man, I believe he has a good head, 
andan foneft heart. [The Houle herve 
feemed very noily, and did not at:end, 
being tued with the debare,] He fat 
down, concluding that be wifhed to fee 
America convinced by peifuafion ra- 
ther than the fword. 

Mr. 7. T-evajh nd. - Sir, 1 with 
much to go into committee upon this 
occafion, becaufe the tea-duty, as an 
object of revenue, is unwoithy your 
confideration ; but it is an object, 
which, when once removed fiom the 
Americans, will give eafe and fatis- 
faétion to their minds ; and it is pre- 
ferved by you meyely to keep up a con. 
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tinual conte. I wail not go back to 
the ground of aguinents which has 
been jo often trod, and which I with 
had not been brought forth as the 
ground of former proceedings, mixing 
then: with the prefeni. 1 dhall look 
upon this commiitee (if granted) as 
the prelude to that peace and quictnefs 
which you want to redtore to America, 
and fhail therefore give my hearty af- 
firmative, 

Loid Ci-re. Every man who has 
fpoke on this occalion, bas: prudently 
avoided going into any th.og that gave 
rise to the originaitaxation, 1am torry 
to find that there is even a negative 
voice againtt continuing this tax, but 
as I find diflent.on upon the occation, it 
will give room™te the Americans to lay 
that the queltion was much debated, 
and far from being unanimous ; they 
will upon that account, hold: efttance 
to the meafure to be a good ground for 
fome time or other producing 4 repeal. 
I could nave wifhed to bave feen the 
houfe nearly unanimous agai:.{t the ma- 
tion, as I am atraid our differences here 
will countenance refiftance there. What, 
Six, would they have us fucrender the 
right of Great-Britain ? It is impofli- 
ble, in the nature of things, that this 
queition can be carried, and initead 
of my honovrable friend (Mr. Fuller) 
Wifsing’ to celtore peace and quiciude, 
he wili ind he is whetiing his (word 
tha: it may cut with a keener edge. 

Mr. B fl-r. Sir, 1 would treat the 
Annericans as fubjects of Great Britain, 
and think them sable to be taxed as 
well as any others, [ am afraid. chat 
thee Feést of asi tiefe difturbances hasbeea 
owing to a change of meafuigs.in inis 
country. I thiak a repeal: of this aét 
will have a bad eifect, and you will not 
kiow where it will ead, ; 

Mr, Frederick M-at-g-e.., Sir, I feel 
a tong inclination to treuble.the house 
on this occafions There mutt be one 
fupreme right of taxing, I) allow, hut 
I think it nexpedient at prefent to exer- 
cife it; and the only proper way of 
taxing America is thro’ the medium 
of commerce, and not by hard money.

EXPLANATION of the H&RCULA- 
NEuUM PLare, 
> HE pidture which is here reprefent’ 
ed is the mure curious as it exhi- 
bits a fea engagement between twe 
fhips of war atter the manner of the 
Grecks, in which there is nothing fo 
remarkable as the conformity in the 
conitiuction of thofe veffels with fome 
tha: have been difcovered in the iflaads 
in the South Seas. Within siew of the 
engagement arfes a fmail ifland, with 
an aitar and temple between two tices, 
where Neptune is reprelented with his 
Trident. Near the {hore a young man 
is diicovered with an helmet on his 
head, and armed with a fhield and 
fpear; near him is anocher man, but 
very indittinct, armed ailfo with a thieid, 
anu who teems to be walking towards 
the fea. It is obfervable, that in thefe 
veffels the oars feem to be in one line, 
tho’ it is probable there might be more. 
It feems a controverfy yet undecided, 
whetlicr the ancietits had more than one 
bank of oars, The editors of the dn 
wichita a° Ercolano are clear, that the 
anc:ents had veffcls with two, three, 
four, as far as fifty rows of oais, tho’ 
it is (carce poflibse to cohceive how they 
coud ali ve xpplied to ule. 
lu the foremott thip, befides the lower 
at the Rern, avid two projéling beams 
at the head, a fimall pavilion is worthy 
of obfervation, as fomething of the like 
kind, reprefenting a flage, is oblerved 
in almoit all the double canves that wee 
feen in the South Seas, 

It is nore than probable, that the 
projecting beams at the head might be 
defigned tor grappling with the enemy, 
or torcibiy tnking te fhip wish which 
they engaged, asi a part of this pic- 
ture, which we have omiited, a vefled 
fecms to have been funk, whieh it is not 
ealy to be conceived could otherwite 
have been done than by running down 
or overfeiting her.

Tranfa&tions, abridged by Mr. Jones, 
is the following article : 

_“ King James, .(the 2d) having 
turned all the brafs guns of Ireland, 
and all the brafs and copper veffels 
of proteftants that he could feize, into 
coin, viz. half-crowns, fomewhat big- 
ger than an Englifh half-penny, fhil- 
lings broader but not fo thick as a 
farthing, and fixpences in proportion ; 
it was ordered to pafs current in all 
payments, even in bonds, and dif- 
charge of judgments and ftatytes; in- 
fomuch, that, if ages to come knew not 
the reafon, they would admire to be 
told that there was a time when men 
abfconded to avoid receiving their 
debts, as many did here.

After 
the turn was fer'ved, by'this ftratagein, 
he had not wherewithal to import cop- 
per and brafs, but for want of it made* 
ufe.of the pewyer difhes, &c.—And the”

Memoirs of Count. HAMILTONe. 
Court ANTHONY HaMiL_Ton 
was of an ancient family of that 
name in Scotland. He was born in 
Ireland about the year 1646 +. His 
father was Sir George Hamilton, grand- 
fon of James, fecond Earl of Arran, 
Governor of Scotland, who was alfo 
Duke of Chattelherault, in France, 
His mother was Mrs. Mary Butler, 
fifter of the Duke of Ormond, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and Lord Stew- 
ard of the Moufehold to King Charles 
II. and his eldeft brother, James, 
was the firft Earl of Abercorn, In the 
revolutions which happened in the time 
of Cromwell, Sir George and his Lady 
followed the King, and _his brother, 
the Duke of York, into France, and 
took their family with them. 

When King Charles II. was reftored 
to his crown, the Count dé Gram- 
mont, who had ferved as a volunteer 
under the Prince of Condé and Mar- 
fhal Turenne, came over into England, 
allured, fome fay, by the gatety and 
fplendor of a court which rivalled Ver- 
failles; while others affert, that he 
was obliged to quit France, on ac- 
count of an amour, in which he had 
the temerity to rival Lewis. In Eng- 
land he faw, he loved, ‘and married 
Mifs Hamilton, fifter to the Count, 
and the tendernefs which Anthony had 
for her, induced him to take many 
journeys into France. 

King Charles II, in one of his let- 
ters to his fitter, the Dutchefs of Orle- 
ans, dated O&t. 24, 1669 (publifhed 
by Sir John Dalrymple), after men- 
tioning ‘the Count and Countefs de 
Grammont, who were then juft gone 
to France, adds, ** And now that I

Count Hamilton, being a Catholic, 
could not legally be employed in Eng- 
Jand ; but, when King fames was 
feated on the throne, he obtained a re- 
giment of foot in Lveland, und the go~ 
vernment of Limerick. Onthe abdix 
cation of that prince, the Count return- 
ed with the royal family into France, 
where his pi erudition, the de- 
licacy of his genius, and the {weetnefs 
of his manners, -alike endeared him te 
the Rudious and the polite. There, 
during his long ftay, /he compofed the 
various works which have eftablifhed 
his reputation ; in particular, his ele~ 
gant Memoirs of (his brother-in-law) 
the Count de Grammont, ** in which,” 
fays Mr. Granger, <‘ with an eafy and 
exquilite pencil, he has painted the chief 
characters of the court of Charles II. 
as they were, with great truth and {pix 
rit, defcribed to. him by Grammont 
himéelf, 

‘* Who caught the manners living as they 
rofe ||." 

; He alfo put Pope’s Effay on Criti- 

cifm into a French drefs, which that 

poet told him « not only adorned his 

outfide, but mended his fhape }.” 

The tranflations of the Perfian, A- 
rabian, and Turkith tales, being in the

Simply with a view to difcover 
the truth of it, I have clofely watched 
the dawning tempers, and earlieft rea- 
fonable a€tions of children, divelting 
miyfelf as much as poffible of that par- 
tiality with which their pleafing prattle 
inipires me; and the relult of my ob- 
feivations by no means alrered my fen- 
timents. Some have better natural 
difpofitions than others ; but it is ob- 
vidus enough that there is a mixtare of 
good and bad in every one of them, 
and that the bad is as natural as the 
good. 

I will not here enlarge, becaufe I 
mean not to fight this battle. Coniro- 
verly I diflike and decline. All I now 
intend is to refer the advocates for the 
prefent dignity and purity of human 
nature to the pifture Lord Chefterfield 
every where draws of it. Let them 
anfwer him.

IN: the year 1707, John Needs, a 
Winchefter {cholar, toretold the deaths 
of Mr. Carman, chaplain to the col« 
lege, Dr. Mew, Bithop of Winchef- 
ter, and himfelf, within that year, to 
feveral of his fchool-fellows, among 
others, to George Lavington. This 
éxpofed him to much raillery in the 
{chool, and he was !udicroufly ftyled 
Prophet Needs. Mr. Carman died a- 
bout the time he mentioned. For this 
event, however, he had little credit, it 
being faid, that the death of fuch an 
eld man might reafonably be expected, 
Within the time prefixed Bithop Mew 
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alfo died, by a ftrange accident. He 
was fubjc& to fainting fits, frorn which 
he was foon recovered, by fnelling to 
fpirits of hartfhorn. Being feized with 
a fit while a gentleman wus with him, 
perceiving its approach, he pointed ea- 

rly toa phial in the window ; the vi+ 
hiior took it, and, in his hafte, pour- 
ed the contents down the Buithop’s 
throat, which inftantly fuffocated him. 
This incident was accounted for in the 
fame manner as the other. As the time 
approached which Needs had prefixed 
for his own diffolution, of which he 
named even the day and the. hour, he 
fickened, apparently declined, and kept 
his chamber, where he was frequently 
vifited and prayed with by Mr, Flet- 
cher, fecond mafter of the fchool, and 
father to the late Bithop of Kildare. 
He reafoned and argued with the youth, 
but in vain; with great calmnefs and 
compofure, he refolutely perfitted in 
athrming that the event would verify 
his prediction. On the day he had 
fixed, the houfe-clock, being put for- 
ward, ftruck the hour before the time; 
he faw through this deception, and told 
thofe that were with him, that, when 
the church-clock ftruck, he fhould ex- 
pire. Hedid fo. 

Mr. Fletcher left a memorandum in 
writing to the above purport ; and Bi- 
fhop Trimnell, about the year 1722, 
having heard this ftory at Winchetter, 
wrote to New Coliege, of which Mr, 
Lavington was then Fellow, for farther 
information. His anfwer was, ‘that 
“¢ John Needs had indeed foretold that 
the Bithop of Winchelter (Mew) and 
eld Mr. Carman thould die that year ; 
but then they being very old men, he 
had foretold, for two or three years 
before, that they fhould die in that 
number of years. As to foretelling 
the time of his own death, ] believe he 
was punétually right. 

Dr. Lavington gave the fame. ac- 
count to his friends after he was Bihhop 
of Exeter. 


The Flight of HENRY DE BoursBoN, 
Prince of Condé, firff Prince of the. 
Blood-Royal, from France, with the 
several Events that followed, till 
bis Return to Paris. 

THE kingdom of France was enjoy- 

ing profound peace and tranquil- 
lity towards the latter part of the reign 
of Henry IV. one of the greateft and 
moft memorable princes that ever [way- 
ed that {cepter, when, very unexpect- 

edly, about the clofe of the year 1609, 

A * 
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a weighty and moft important accident 
happened, which all on a fudden dif- 
turbed the public repofe, and at lat 
was only terminated by the villainous 
affaffination of the King. Henry 1V. 
had acquired immortal glory in thefe 
wars, which, for fo long 3 time, firft 
as an Huguenot, and afterwards as a 
Romanift, he had been conftrained to 
wage againft his:‘enemies, both foreign 
and domeftic, who obitruéted him in 
his way to the crown: and, after he 
had afcended the throne, and had fi- 
Jenced the din of arms, both at home 
and abroad, he gained no lefs repu- 
tation by making his kingdom flou- 
rith, for fo many years, in the utmoft 
_ peace and profperity. His prailes re- 

founded, in a very extraordinary man- 
ner, through all parts of the world, it 
being the fixed and general opinion 
every where, that, for ages paft, there 
never had been feen a more illuftrious 
prince, in whom were concentered, 
whether in the arts of peace, or in the 
rougher aits of war, greater and more 
noble accompl:fhments. 

It appeared, however, that his fame 
was fomewhat tarnifhed, by his having 
been formerly, and {till continuing to 
be, but too much addicted to amorous 
delights; and thar, though he was in 
poflefiion of a Queen of mok excel- 
Jent virtue, of fingular beauty, and 
even great fruitfulneis *, yet all thele 
did not prove fufficient to cure him of 
his predominant paffion. What is 
more, though he had gratified his in- 
clinations fo abundantly this way, and 
had enjoyed them, in a manner, with: 
outcontroul, yet did he not ceafe to be 
puriuing pew amouis, pafling from 
one miftrefs to another, as freth objeéts 
arofe to infpire him. He had many 
children by feveral ladies, and many 
others by the Queen; and, by this 
means, he was generally furrounded 
by a Jarge number of legitimate and 
natural children +. But, neither the 
love which he bore to his lawful off- 
{pring had the power to caufe him to 
adhere more fledfaftly to the Queen,

whom he married A. D. 1600.

nor any remorfe he felt on the fight of 
his natural iffue could induce him to 
defitt from his intercourfes with other 
ladies. 

_ Not long before he died, a new beau- 
ty ftarted up at Paris, who attraéted 
i eyes of the whole court, and, more 
forcibly than all others, thofe of the 
King. This was Margaret of Mont- 
morency, daughter of the Grand Con- 
ftable of France t; and, fiom a finall 
complacency which arofe in the King’s 
hreaft, he became afterwards fo vio- 
lently enamoured of her, that, not bes 
ing able to conceal any longer the 
flame which buint within him, he 
could not help difcovering it by many 
various external tokens, till, at laft, 
it became publicand notorious to all,

Mr. URBAN, 
GINCE the publication of Sir John 

Dairymple’s Memoirs, Vol, Ii. the 
Literati of this kingdom have been much 
divided in their fentiments, whether 
Col, Algernoon Sidney fo far departed 
fiom his natural greainefs of mind, as 
to become the penfioner of the French 
King, or whether Barillon did not fe- 
cret, thofe fums of money, which he 
charged to his court as actually paid to 
Mr. Sidney. This difpute will, pro- 
bably, never he clearly decided, unlefs 
we are furnifhed with fome further 
lights to direét us in our refearches, 
Neverthelefs, it appears, from the Me- 
moirs of the Count D’Avaux, that 


Sidney was deeply engaged in the in- 


trigues which occafoned fuch diftur- 
bances jn the clofe of Chasles II.’s 
reign, and, at laft, produced the Re- 
volution. ‘¢ The Prince of Orange," 
fays D’Avaux, did not content him- 
felf with working upon the Dutch ong, 
ly ; he was likewile carrying on hig 
fchemes in England, with the King, 
and fome of the principal measbers of 
parliament ; and, as he had formerly 
fome particular conn ctions with the 
latter, by means of pne Frymans, who 
jaifed fuch cabals in the Houle of Com- 
mons in 1674, that they obliged the 


King to make peace with the States-. 


General, he fent the fame perfon, a 
fecond time, to inform them of his de-

figu, not doybting to find them ready 
to embrace an alliance, which, by dif- 
engaging the King of England from 
the intereft of iis Chriftian Majetty, 
would throw him into an abfolute de- 
pendence on his parliament. He took 
care to have reprefented to them all the 
advantages they could reap from fuch 
an alliance, and that it fhould be put 
to them, whether they could not affure 
the King of England, they would fur- 
nifh him with fufficient fupplies, in 
cafe the King of Fiance thould declare 
war.’ But, as I received intelligence 
of his moft fecret intrigues, I was in- 
formed of thefe practices with the Eng- 
lifh members. I {poke of it to one of 
the moft confiderable republicans in 
Holland. This man had an intimate 
correfpondence with the leading men 
in the Englith parliament ; and, by his 
means, I fignified to Col. Sidney, a 
famous rc publican, who was afterwards 
beheaded, that, as long as the Prince 
of Orange remained fo powerful in the 
States-General, nothing could be more 

rejudicial to the parliameut of Eng- 
lead, and. the républic of Hoiland, 
than to allow the King of Great Bri- 
tain to make an alliance with the Prince 
of Orange; for it was certainly inten- 
did to hurt the common liberty : that 
the grandeur and power of thé French 
monarch, the pretext of this union, 
could not poffibly be more hurtful to 
either ftate, thin fuch an alliance, 
which tiey ought to endeavour to pre- 
yent with all their ftrength and vigour. 
Col. Sidney wrote to wis friend, that 
he was frongly convinced by the rea- 
fons adduced, and that he had likewife 
communicated them with fucceéfs to the 
majority of the parliament. Neverthe. 
Jets, he informed him, at the fame time, 
that the French King began to give 
vowerful fuccour to the King of Eng- 
fond ¢ that he bad fent him lately a 
confiderable fum of money ; and that, 
if the King of England, by the affitt- 
ance of his Molt Chrittian Majetly, 
fhould be able to do without his par- 
Jiament, in that cafe, he would become 
an ablolute fovereign, and this would 
oblige them to make an alliance with 
the States-General.” It is unneceffiry 
to mention all the particulars wiitcen to 
Col. Sidney upon that head; let it 
fuffice to take notice, that the Colonel 
and his friends were fo thoroughly 
gained, that, after a negotiation of 
three months, the city of London, and 
the leading members in parliament, pe- 


ftively refyled to furnifh fuch {upplics 
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as were neceffary for the King of Eng- 
Jand, to fupport an alliance with the 
S:ates- General. The Prince of Orange 
fucceeded better with the King of 
England, who went fo readily into his 
defigns, that, at the end of Augutft, 
1679, he difpatched Mr, Sidney, bro- 
ther to the Colonel, to the Hague. 
This gentleman, after his firft auci- 
ence, demanded commiffaries, t6 whom 
he fignified, that the King of Eng- 
land, having always had a particular 
regard for the States-General, was de- 
fi: ous to enter into a clofe alliance with 
them, and had therefore commanded 
him to propofe the making of a treaty 
of guaranty, to that of Nimeguen. He 
not only made this propofal, but he 
called upon the States to accept of it 
to acquit themfelves of the obtigation 
they had laid themfeives under by their 
treaty in July, 1678. The whole de- 
fign was, however, defeated by the 
Prince of Orange's enemies in Hoiland 
and the republicans in England; which 

roves, that the zealots of any party 
in politics are the greateft enemies to 
their country, though the minions of 
their party.

BY. the mail which arrived from New- 

York on Tuefday the-13th infant, 
the following authentic advices from 

America were received: 

That the members chofen in confe- 
uence of Governor Gage’s late writs 
for calling a general, aflembly, met at 
the court-houfe in Salem, purfuant to 
the precepts; and-after waiting a day 
without being met by the, Governor, o¢ 
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other conftitutional officer or officers by 
him appointed, upon a motion being 
made anid feconded, it was voted, That 
the members aforefaid’ do ‘now refolve 
themfeves into a provincial congrefs, 
to be joined by fuch other perfons as 
have been or fhall be chofen for that 
purpofe, to take into confideration the 
dangerous and alarming fituation of 
public affairs in this province, and to 
confult and determine on fuch meafures 
as they thall judge will tend to pro- 
mote the true intereft.of his. Majelly, 
in the peace, welfare, and profperity 
of the province, 

A provincial congrefs being thus 
formed, and having chofen the Hon. 
— Hancock, Efq; chairman, and 

enjamin Lincoln, Efq; clerk, they 
adjourned to the court-houfe in Con- 
cord, ‘there to meet on Tuefday the 
11th day of Oétober, at ten o’¢tlock in 
the forenoon. At which time and 
placeit was refolved, That the colle&tors 
of taxes throughout thé province, and 
the Sheriffs and Deputy- Sheriffs, who 
have in their hands any province mo- 
nies, be advifed. to retain the fame in 
their hands refpeétively until the further 
advice of a provincial congrefs, or or- 
der from a conititutional affebly of 
this province. 

»_4ind that the prefént affeffors do pro- 
ceed to make alfcifments of the tax 
granted by the great and general court 
of the province at the laft May {effion ; 
aud the congrefs’ ftrong'y recommend 
the payment of the tax accordingly. 

’ Atthe fame time a committee was 
appointed to wait upon his Excellency 
Gov. Gage, to réprefent to him the 
diftrefled and miferable ftate of the 
province, which had rendered it indif- 
penfably neceffary to colleé the wif- 
dom of the province by their delegates 
in this congtefs; to concert fome ade- 
jaate remedy for preventing impend- 
ing ruin, and providing for the public 
fay ; to éexprefs the painful apprehen- 
fions. excited in the minds of the peo- 
ple by the meafures now penne 
the vigorous execution’ of the port-bill 
with improved feverity,—the aéts for 
altering the charter and adminiftration 
of juft:ce in the colony, manifeitly de- 
figned to abridge the people of their 
rights, and to licence murders,—the 


. number of troops in the capital encreaf- 


ing by daily acceffions drawn from the 
whole continent, together with the for- 
midable and hoflile preparations. now 
making in Bofton-Neck,—all gage. 
to endanger the lives, liberties, an 
wha he ales . : pros 
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roperties, not only of the town of 
Bolton, but of the province in general ; 


andtoentreat hisExcellency,ashe regards « 


his Majefty’s honour and intereft, the 
dignity and happinefs of the empire, 
and the peace and welfare of the pro- 
vince, immediately to defift from the 
fortrefs now conftruéting at the South 
entrance into the town of Bofton, and 
to reftore the pafs to its natural 
ftate. 

To this remonftrance his Excellency 
returned for anfwer——That it was 
highty exafperating, as weil as un- 

nerous, even to hint, that the 
Fives, liberties, or properties of any 
perfons, except avowed enemies, were 
in danger from Britons; Britain could 
never harbour the black defign of 
wontonly deftroying or enflaving any 
people on earth; and notwithftanding 
the enmity fhewn the King’s troops, 
by witholding from them almoft every 
neceffary for their prefervation, they 
had not as yet difcovered the refent- 
ment which might juftly be expeéted 
to arife from fuch hoftile treatment, 
«* Whilft you complain, faid he, of aéts 
of Parliament that make alterations in 
your charter, you will not forget that, 
by your prefent affembling, you are 
yourfelves fubverting that charter, and 
now acting in dire& violation of your 
own conttitution. It is my duty 
therefore, however, irregular your ap- 
plication is, to warn you of the rocks 
you are upon, and to require you to 
defift from fuch il'egal and unconftitu- 
tional proceedings.” : 

Other.advices affert, that orders are 
given by the proyincials to prevent all 
fupplies for Englifh troops. Straw, 
purchafed for their ufe, is daily burnt ; 
veflels with bricks funk; carts with 
wood overturned ; and thus even the 
property of the King is deftroyed, in 
every manner in which it can be effeét- 
ed: yet fuch is the General's defire 
to preferve to the laft, as far as in his 
power, the peace and quiet of the peo- 
ple, that all thefe diforders, thouglr not 
the effeé&t of rath tumult, but of evident 
fyftem, are endured with patience. 
There can, therefore, be no reality in 
the apprehenfions which it appears the 
peuple conceive of dangerous defigns 
entertained by the troops againft them, 
when thefe very peopie are not afraid 
to provoke the troops by every wanton 
infult they can devife. 

By the fame mail advice was received, 
that the continental cengrefs that met 
at Philadelphia the sth of September 
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laft, broke up on Wednéfday the 26th 
of O&, and that they had caufed their 
folemn declaration, refolutions, and af- 
fociation, to be made public, of which 
the following contain the fubftance; 


Extraéls from the Votes and Proceed- 
ings of the American Congre/s, 
THE good people of the feveral co- 

Jonies of New Hampfhire, Maffa- 
chufetts-Bay, Rhode-Ifland and Pro- 
vidence plantations, Conneticut, New 
York, New Jerfey, Pennfylvania, 
Newcaftie, , Kent and Suffex on De- 
Jaware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, and. South Carolina, alarm- 
ed at the arbitrary. proceedings of the 
Britihh parliament and adminiftration; 
having feverally ele&ed deputies to 
meet and fit in general congress in the 
city of Philadelphia, and thofe deputies 
fo chofen being 2ffembled, on the -sth 
day of September, after fettling 
feveral neceffary preliminaries, pro- 
ceeded to take into their moft fericus 
confideration the beft means of attain- 
ing the redrefs of grievances. In the 
firft place, they, as Englifhmen, their 
anceftors, in like cafes, had ufuafly 
done, for afferting and vindicating their 
rights and liberties, DECLARE, 

That the inhabitants of the Englith © 
colonies in North America, by the im- 
mutable laws of nature, the principles 
of the Englifh conftitution, and the 
feveral charters or compacts, have the 
following RIGHTS :— 

Refolved, nem. con. 1. That they 
are entitled to life, liberty, and pro- 
perty; and have never ceded, to any 
fovereign power whatever, a right to 
difpofe of either without their confent. 

Refolved, n. c. 2. That our an- 
cefiors were, at the time of their em/- 
gration from the mother country, en- 
titled to all the rights, liberties, and 
immunities, of free and: natural born 
fubdjeéts within the realm of England. 

Refolved, n. cc. 3s That, by fuch 
emigration, they neither forfeited, fur- . 
rendered, nor loft, any of thofe rights. 

Refolved, 4. ‘That the foundation 
of Englifh liberty, and of alb free go- 
vernment, is aright in the peop'e to 
participate in their lepiffarive council ; 
and, as the Engiith -colontfts are not 
veprefented, and, trom their local and 
‘other circamftances, cannot properly be 
reprefented in the Britifh paihament, 
they are entitled to a free and exclufive 
power of legiflation, in their fcveral 
provincial legiflatures, where their right 
of reprefentation can aloue be preferved, 
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‘n all cafes of taxation and internal po- 
lity, fubje& only to the negative of 
their fovereign, in fuch maminer as has 
been heretotore ufed and accullomed + 
but, from the neceflity of the cafe, and 
a regard to the mutual interefts of both 
countries, we chearfully confent to the 
operation of fuch aéis of the Britih par- 
liament as are, bona fide, reftrained to 
the regulation of our external com- 
merce, for the purpofe of fecuring the 
commercial advantages of the whole 
empire ta the mother-country, and the 
commercial benefits of its refpective 
members, excluding every idea of tax- 
ation, internal or external, for raifing 
arevenne on the fubjects in America, 
without their confent. 

Refolved, n.c. 5. That: the refpee- 
tive colonies are entitled to the common 
law of England, and, more efpecially, 
to the great and ineltimable privilege of 
being tried by their peers. @f the vici- 
nage, according to the courle. of that 
aw, 

Refolved, 6. That they are entitled 
to the benefit of fuch of the Englith 
ftatutes as exilted at the time of their 
colonization, and which they have, by 
experience, refpectively found to be 
applicable to their feveral local and o- 
ther circumiftances, 

Refolved, n. ¢. 7. That thefe, his 
Majetty’s colonies, are like wife entitled 
to all the immunities and privileges, 
granted and confirmed to them by royal 
charters, or fecuved ,by. their teveral 
codes of provincial laws. 

Kefolved, n. ¢. 8. That they have 
aright peaceably to aflemble, confider 
of their grievances, and petition the 
King; and that all profecutions, pro- 
hibitory. proclamations, and commit- 
ments for the fame, are illegal. 

Refolved, n. ¢. 9. That the keeping 
a ftanding army in thefe colonies, in 
times of peace, withottthe confent of 
the legiflature of thst colony in which 
fuch army is kept, isagainft law. 

Refolved, n.c. 10. It is indifpenfi- 
bly neceffary to good government, and 
rendered effential by the Englith con- 
ftitution, that the conftituent branches 
of the legiflature be independent of each 
other ; that, therefore, the exercile of 
Jegifiativé power, in {everal colonies, 
by a council appointed during pleafure 
by the crown, is unconftitutional, dan- 
gerous, and deftruétive to the freedom 
of American leg-flation, 

All and each of which, the aforefaid 
deputies, in behalf of themfelves and 
their conftituents, go claim, demand, 
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and infift on, as their indubitable righfé, 
and liberties, which cannot be legally 
taken from them, altered, or abridged 
hy any power whatever, -without their 
own confenr, by their reprefentatives 
in their fevera] provincial legiflatures. 
Refolved, a. c. That the following. 
acts of parliament are infringements 
and violations of the rights of the ces 
Jonifts ; and that the repeal of them is. 
elfentially neceffary, in order to reftore

** To the King of Spain. 

“Health to him who follows the 
daw, and perfifts therein. Know ye, 
that we are in peace with you accord- 
ing to the treaties of peace made be- 
tween us and you~ but the Mahome- 
tans of our dominions, and of Algiers, 
have agreed, faying, That they will 
not fufter any Chriftian whatever to be 
on the coalts of Mahometan countries 
from Ceuta to Oran; and they will re- 
cover to themfclves the poffeflion of 
them: for which reafon they have re- 
quefled us to attend ferioufly to this 
affair, faying, ** thou halt no excufe 
for remaining quiet, or confenting that 
Mahometan countries fauuld semain 
in the power of chriftians, at a time 
when God hath given thee forces and 
watlike inftruments, fuch as no one 
elfe hath.” It was not poffible for as 
not to attend to their inftances, or af- 
fit them upon this fubjeé&t. and now 
we are defirous of taking the matter 
into confideration. If the Algerines 
undertake the war together with us, as 
they have defired to do, it is well; but 
if they withdraw themfelves and op- 
pofe what they themftlves have defired, 
we will confider them as enemies, and 
fight in. perfon againft all, till God 
fhall decide between us and them. 
And this bufinefs is not againft the 
peace which fubfifts betwixt us and 
you: your traders and their fhips will 
remain as before, and will take their 
provificns and other things from any 
of our ports, as they -pleafe, conform. 
ing to the cuftoms'now obferved jn 
them, agreeable to the marine treaty 
between our refpeflive caravels, and 
your thips will receive no damage, fo 


that your fubjeéts swill tradein all‘our | 


dominions, and will travel by land and 
by fea, with all fecarity, and nobody 
will hurt them, becaufe we have efa- 
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blithed peace with you, which we will 
not break, if you, on.-your: part, do 
not:—In which cafe you will be al- 
lowed four months, that every body 
may know it; and what we ‘have faid 
concerning our going-to the faid coun- 
tries, is, becaule we are obliged to it, 
and have no method of excufing our- 
felves from it. » But. with refpe& to 
peace at fea, we will do according to 
our own will. And now we give you 
an account of the truth of this bufinefs, 
that you may be advifed thereof, and 
confider what fuits you ; and we have 
figned this letter with our own illuftri- 
ous hand, that you may be affured of 
its certainty. Greeting, the 15th day 
of the month of Rageb, in the year 
1188" (roth September, 1774.). 
_And judging it unbecoming my fo- 
vereignty to liflen to, much leis to ad- 
mit, fuch propofiiions; and being be- 
fides informed that the perfon who was 
charged by the King of Morocco to 
deliver this letter to the Governor of 
Ceuta for me, had declared, that, in 
proof of the peace being at an end, 
the Moots in the camp would fire 
againft the fort with balls as foon as he 
had left it, which they alually did ; 
and being informed that the faid Moors 
have fince continued to fire againft cer- 
tiin fifhermens boats, which were near 
them as ufual, by which hoftilities the 
Moors have broken the. peace = I‘have 
refolved, upon account of thefe aéts, and 
from the time they were committed, to 
declare, That it is to be underftood,that 
the friendthip and good harmony with 
the King of Morocco is interrupted, 
all communication is to ceafe between 
my {ubjeéts and his, and things tu re- 
turn to the ftate of war, by fea and 
land, in which they were before the 
treaty was fettled ; keeping up only the 
17th asticle of it, in which it was fli- 
pulated, tha’, in cafe of a rupture, fix 
months fhou'd be allowed to the indi- 
viduals of both nations to retire freely 
to their refpective countries: with their 
gots and effe&s, which I order fhall 
e kept and obferved puaGually with 
the Morocco fiibjedts 5 being perfuad- 
ed, that that prince will oblerve the 
fame with sefpeét to mine. And 
whereas lately, the King of Morocco 
having fent me fome Spanihh captives, 
which he had obtained. from the te- 
gency at Algiers, I did ordér the Al- 
caide who brought them, that not only 
all the Morocco Moors, who, by hav- 


‘ ing been taken on board Algerine vef- 


fels, were prifoners in Carthagena, 
fhould 
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fhould be delivered wp, but alfo all the 
wounded'and’old Algetines who were 
there; Iam defirous that thefe unhap- 
py people fhould effeétually have their 
liberty, and be conveyed to the king- 
dom of Morocto, as was intended, 


notwithftanding the new {tate of affairs” 


which has arifen, being moved thereto 
by the pity with which I confider their 
fate, and becaufe they thould not be 
prayners by an event in which they 

ave no concern. Wherefore, and in 
confequence of all that has been ftated, 
Torder, That the peace between thofe 
@ominions and thefe fhall be held to be 
broken, and the war be renewed, and 
that the’ fubje&ts of the King of Mo- 


rocco fhall not be difturbed in their 


free return to their country, ‘with their 
goods and effeéts, for which I grant 
the term of fix months, counting from 
the day of the publication of this ce- 


dula, for fuch is my will. Dated at

The Duty of Members to their Confii- 
tuents.--- Being part of Mr. Edmund 
Burke's Addre/s to bis Conftituents at 
Briftol. 

I Am forry I cannot conclude, with- 
out faying a word'on a topic touched 

upon by my worthy colleague*. I. with 
that topic had been paffed by, at a’‘time 
when we have fo little leifure to dittufs 
it. But fince he has thought proper to 
throw it out, I owe you a clear‘ex- 
planation of my poor fentiments on the 
fubje&. 

He tells'you, that “* the topic of in- 
ftru€tions has’occafioned much alterca- 
tion and uneafinels in this city ;” and 
he expreffes himtelf (if I underftand 
him rightly) in favour of the coercive 
authority of fuch infilruétions. 

Certainly, gentlemen, it ought to 
be the happineis and glory of a re- 
prefentative to live in the ftrifteft u- 
nion, the clofeft correfpondence, and 
the mof unreferved communication 
with his contituents. Their withes 
ought to have great weight with him ; 
their opinions high refpedt ; their bufi- 
nefs unremitted attention. It is his 
duty to facrifice his repofe, his plea- 
fure, his fatisfaction, to theirs ; and 
above ail, ever, and’ in ‘all cafes, to 
prefer their intercf to his own. But 
‘his unbiaffed opinion, his mature judg- 
ment, his enlightened conicience, he 
ought not to facrifice to you, to any 


* Mr, Cruger, 
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man, or any fet of men living. Thefe 
he does not derive from your pleature ; 
no, nor from the law and the conttitution. 
They are a truft from Providence, for 
the abufe of which he is deeply an- 
{werable. Your reprefentative owes 
you not his induftry only, but his judg- 
ment ; and he betrays, inftead of ferv- 
ing you, if he facrifices it to your, 
opinion. 

-My worthy colleague. fays, his wilt 
ought ta be fubfervient to your's. Hf 
that be all, the thing is innocent, If 
government were a matter of will upon 
any fide, yours, without quettion, 
ought to be fuperior, But government 
and legiflation are matters of reafon 
and judgment, and not of inclination; 
and what fort of reafon is that, in 
which the determination precedes the 
difcuffion; in which one fet of men, 
deliberate and another decide; and 
when thofe who form the conclufon 
are perhaps three hundred miles diltant 
from thole who hear the arguinents.? 

To deliver an opinion is the right of 
all men; that of conftituents is a 
weighty and refpe&table opinion, which 
arepreleotative ought always to rejoice 
to hear, and which he oughtalways moft 
ferioufly to confider ;, but authoritative 
inttructions, mandates iflued, which 
the member is bound blindly and im. 
plicitly to obey, to vote, and to argue 
for, though contrary to the cleareft 
conviction of his, judgment and con- 
feience ; thefe are things utterly un 
known to the laws of this land, and 
which arife from a fundamental mil- 
take of the whole order and tenor of 
our conftitution, 

Parliament is not a Congre/s of am- 
baffadors from different and: hoftile in- 
terefts ; which inte:ellseach mu main- 
tain, as an agent and advocate, againit 
other agents and advocates ; but parlia- 
ment is a deliberative aflcmbly of oxe 


nation, with one intereft, that of tha 


whole; where, not local purpoles, nat 
loca) prejudices, ought to guide, but 
the general good, relulting froin the 
general reafon of the whole. You 
chufe a member indeed, but when. you 
have chofen him, he is not a member 
of Briftol, but he is a member of par- 
liament. Tf the local conftituent fhould 
have an intereft, or fhould form an 
hafty opinion, evidently oppofite to the 
real good of the reft of the community, 
the member for that place ought to be 
as far, as any other, trom any end-q- 
vour to give it effect. I beg pardon for 
faying {o much on this fubject, [ have 
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been unwillirg'y drawn into it;: but I 
fall ever ule a refpectful franknels of 
communication with you. Youe faith. 
ful friend, your devoted fervant, I fhall 
be to the ent of my life. A flatiever 
you do not with for, On this point of 
inftrugtions, however, I think it fcarce+ 
ly poflible we can have any fort of difs 
hie. Perhaps I may give you tgo 
much, rather than tvo litte, trouble. 
‘From the firft hour 1 was encourag- 
ed to court your favour, to-thie happy 


day of obtaining it, I have never pro-' 


mifed you any thing but humble and 
perfevering endeavours to do my duty. 


The weight of that duty, 1 confels,. 


makes me-tremble ; and: whoever well 
eonfiders what it is, of all things in the 
world will fly from what bas the leaf 
likenefs to a poefitive and precipirate 
engagement. To hea good Member 
of Parliament, is, let me tell you, no 
eafy tatk, efpecially at this time, when 
there is fo ftrong a difpefition to run 
into the pesilous extremes of fervile 
compliance, or' wild popularity. To 
vnite circinifpection with vigour is 
abfolutely neceffary 5 byt i: is extremes 
ty difficult. Weare now Members for 
a rich commercial city; ‘this city, how- 
éver, is but a part of a rich commercial 
nation, the interefts-of which. are vari- 
ous, multiform, and intricate, We 
are Members :for: that (great ation, 
which, however, is itfelf but part of a 
great empire, extended by our virtue 
and our fortune tothe farthett timits of 
the eaft and ‘of the weft. All thefe 
wide-fpread interefts mut be confider- 
ed, muft be compared, mutt be-reconcil2 
ed, if poffible. Weare Members fora 
Jree country, atid furely we all know, 
that the machine of @ free conftitution 
is no fimple thing.’ but as-intricate and 
delicate as it is valuable. We are 
members in a great and ancient mo- 
narchy, and we mutt preferve religiouf- 
ly thetrue legal rights of the Sovereign, 
which ferm. the ‘key-fione that binds 
together the noble and well conftruéted 
arch of ourempireand our conftitution. 
A conttitution made up of balanced 
powers muft ever be’ a critical thing. 
As fuoh I mean to toweh that pare of 
it which comes within my seach. I 
know my inability, and I with for fup- 
ort from every quarter. In particu. 
t. I fhall aim at the friendfhip, and 
Shall cultivate the bett correfpondence, 
of thé worthy colleague you have given 
me.

Mudge and 
Dutton; firtt adjutted to equal or mean 
time, by obferving the psflage of Si- 
tius through a gun-banel, fixed in 
the plane of the meridian, with a con- 
tra&tion made im the bore of the barrel ;

refponding and fingle altitudes, taken 
with Hadley’s quadrant, as often as 
the weather would permit, by reflection 
from clear oil, placed in a room with 
two windows, one to the S. E. and the 
other nearly S. W. adjacent to where 
the clock ftood. ‘The windows being 
high, and the fan having no great’ al- 
titude during the time the oblervaticns 
were made, the oil was, therefore, pia- 
ced at fuch a diitance from the win- 
dows, that no air could get at it to dif. 

There was alfo every pre- 
caution u‘ed to render it as ftill as pof-

«¢ The beginning of May many 
were apprehenfive of a drought, and. 
the firit rains were very acceptable ; 
but fo exccecingly wet a fortnight fol- 
lowed, with great floods, and the 
fens drowned, that all were as much 
tired of rain as before they detived it, 
and the crops of grain never recovered 
it, In the rett af the year there were 
many fits of gyear wet, but intermixed 
wih fits of fair and fine. The wet of 
May was beyond example at that time 
of year. Jot the end of May, and 
almoft half June, were preity fine ; 
but then came wet again, till the be- 
ginning of Jujy. The Jongelt fine fea- 
fon was the chief part of July and Au- 
gutt, and, in that time, the great crop 
of hay was weil got, as alfo the firft 
pat of harveft; and fome rains, at 
times, kept things in a growing ftate, 
Tire iatter part of steal, in Septem- 
ber, was wet, but not fo bad as lait 

eax, and the harvelt was more hin- 
dered than hurt by it, The wheat 
feed-time,-in the middle of Odtober, 
was good ; but molt part of the au- 
tumn was wet, elpecially the Jatter 
port of Ostoder, and firt ha:t of No- 
vember, Toward the latter part of 
November there was q finart, but fhort, 
fiott; and another longer, put moré 
. broken, the beginning of ‘December ; 
and, by the middle of that month, the 
ground was got confiderably drier than 
it had been ; but it grew very wet a- 
gain, and niifty, till three flarp frotly 
daysconcluded the year,” 

** “This year was much too wet for 
corn: the barley was almoft every 
where bad ; the wheat and beans jook- 
ed better in the field; but moft foits of 
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grain, when they came to be thr thed, 
this year, yielded lefs corn than was 
expected 5 and it gontinues to be dear, 
asd is- too likely to ‘be-fo, while the 
feafons are fo late as they have of late 
years been.”

not, in thatvefpe€, from animals that 
da not fly. . 
'” His nexe conjefiyre was, that thefe 
parts were to be confidered as an appen- 
dage to the lungs, led to it by the ana- 
logy of ampiibious animals, the hake, 
viper, &c. between which and birds 
there is'a great fimilarity ; and that, 
breathing leis frequently than others, 
they may thus be affifted in flying. He 
thinks too, that tins conirygion of 
the refpiratory organs may allo affif 
birds in fingiag, as the valt conunu- 
ance of fong between the breathings, 
in a canary-bird, would appear to be

This piece is a very'antient, or ra- 
ther an origirial, QuUINARIUS, ex- 
tremely well preferved. It has‘on one 
fide,a female head in an’ hetmct, with 
the Jetter V behind, ftanding for Five, 
the number of afes-it contains ; and, 
on the reverle, Caflér and Pollux; ot, 
according to Sig. Olivieri, two Caftors, 
on horfeback, with’ féven’ ftars ovér 
each'of their helmets, or caps. In the 
exergue is the word ROMA, forined'of 
Very, ancient charaéters.; and, undér 
the ;belly of one of the horfés, the mo- 
nogram, which dikiiguifhes this Qui- 
narius from all the other fimilar pieces 
that ever fell unde¥ Mr. Swinton's 
view or obfervation ; nor has he ever 
met with it in-any author. He thinks 
it, theiefore, an tned.ted coin. 

_ He fuppofes it a little anterior to the 
year of the city 494, of juft before the 
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commencement of the firft Punic war, 
when filver was firft coined at Rome. 

The monogram exhibits the word 
ROMANORO, the mafeuline genitive 
caie plural of Romanus, inthe days of 
C. Duilius and L: Stipio, the fon of 
Bartiatus, towards the-clofe' of the sth 
century cf Rome; fome. time ater 
which the’ Romats converted the laft 
fyllable’RO into RUM. 

If! the'date of this coin, bé fixed av 
above, it’will follow that the Romana 
borrowed the monogiammatic way of 
writing rather fronr the Etru(éans thait 
the Greeks, as Mr. Swinton has af- 
ferted ini a former paper! °°

THIS learned author, already: well 
‘* known a# an Orientalift; by’ bis. 
Perfiah Grammar, publithed in- 1773, 
has given, in his’ préface (or proemi 
nm), fo juft and elegant a teftimony to 
departed my-rir, “loft too early,” that 
we with togiye our Enclifft readers fome 
idea of it, however faint, by atranf- 
lation. 

‘When I left Nice} where I had res 
fided rear feven months, and, after tras 
verfiig almoft all France, returned to 
oot haat I moft' ardently defired to 
pals feveral years-more ‘in the ttudy of 
polité’ literature; ag then, F thought, 
“I might enter into pubfic'life; to which 
my ambition had always prompted me, 
more mature and prepated: ‘but wich 
this fruit of my Jeifure, either fortune, 
‘orrather Providence, the difpoier of 
all human-events, would not’ indulge 
my floth; for, on a fudilen, I was 
obliged to quit that very literature to 
‘which, from my childhood, I had ap- 
plied myfelf; and he who had been 
the encourager and affiftant of my 
fiudies, who had inftruéted, taught, 
‘formed me, fuch as I was, or if I am 
any thing at all, Ropert SuMNER®, 
within’ a year after my return, was 
{natched away by an untimely death.— 
The reader will, I hope, indulge me, 
if, in this place, I cannot refrain both

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from an encomium on the virtues of 
this my moft learced and intimate 
friend, 2id.a lamentation of his lofs ; 
for no man, furely, was more dittin- 
puiihed ior genius, integrity, an ad 

mirable temper, moft humane man- 
ners, exquilite learning: he had, be- 
fides, fuch « talent of communicating 
and inftruéting, as I never knew in any 
other matter ;. laftly, fuch a chearfui- 
ne(s and {weetnefs, that it was abfo- 
hutely doubtful whether he was moft 
agreeable to his friends or to his fcho- 
Jars. Both in the Greek and Letin 
Janguages he was deeply veried, yet, 
like another Socrates, he wrote very 
little himfelf, though no one had,more 
fkiil and precifion in correcting the 
faults, or admiring the beattics, of 
other writers: fo that, if his courfe of 
life, or more benignant fortune, had 
placed him at the bar, or in parliament, 
and he had not undertaken the pro- 
vince of a fcheolmatter only, in the 
talent of eloquence, which; of all na- 
tions, Britain alone now cultivates,-he 
would have yielded the palm tono one; 
for {feveral particuiar, endowments, 
which, of themfelyes, recommend an 
orator, if not in perfection, were certain! 

much to be admired in him, a tuneful 
voice, polite diction, volubility,” of 
fpeech, bumour, a.xcinarkabie memo- 
ry; lalily, the eyes, the fooks, the 
adtion, nor.ol, a_piayer,: byt.almoft of 
another Demolthcnes. In fhort, as Ci- 
cero, in fome degree, faid .of Rofcius, 
he was fuch a mafter as alone to feem 
worthy of inftructing youth, apd fuch 
an ovatory as alone to feem worthy of 
difcharging the moft important public 
tru(ts. Does not the name of fuch-'a 
one exact from me the higheft honour ? 
Such a one, fhall. I not lament? For 
his death fhail I not be afii&ted? But 
Jct me beware of freming to grieve more 
on my own account than for the death 
of my friend and. intruétor 5 for, by 
dying, what has he left, but a. frail, 
uncertain, wretched life, in which, ex- 
cept virtue and fame, there is nothing 
which a good man ought eagerly to co- 
vet? I,indeed, by his death, am deprived 
of the moft pleafing union of fudies, 
and have alfo loft an affiftan:, whofe 
judgment weuld have checked the 
tedundance of youthful genius, have 
obfirved the faults either of my fpeech 
or geflure, have polifhed my lan- 
guage, and would not only have 
urged me to compofe, a tafk which, 
on account of its extteme’ difficul- 
ty, almcft all of us avoid, but would 
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have kindly animadverted on my wri 
tings, have dete&led my miltakes, and 
perhaps, by friendly commendations, 
which have the greatelt influence on the 
be(t minds, have even excited me to 
greater attempis. In this very work, 
which-I am now publifhing, how have I 
regretted the wantof fuch a learned and 
candid critic ? for though he once pe- 
rufed it curforily, yet he added nota 
word ; he fcarce altered a fy jlable 5 the 
notes that he wrote in the margin of 
the book were written more for the 
fake of commending than of blaming : 
but fuch was his regard for me, that 
he had determined more accurately to 
revife with me the whole volume. If 
he had, it. would perhaps have been 
free from many faults ; at leaft it would 
have come forth more elegant and po- 
lithed. . But the perfegtion of my litle 
book is a trivial lofs; other things, 
which have _perifhed with him, I fhall 
not ceafe. molt feelingly to lament; his 
friendthip, his good offices, his ad- 
vice; but, as. faid before, this is my 
misfortune 5 for he, as I truft, is mott 
happy, and rather compaffionates the 
empty cares of mortals, than requires 
either their praifes or their grief.” . . . 
Our author then proceeds to affign 
fome other reafons for the imperfection 
of this work: as, firft, his youth, be- 
ing feavce one-and-twenty when he un- 
‘dertook it; fecondly, the variety and 
diverfity of his fubjeét,.and the great 
difficulty of properly difcuffing the 
different kinds of Aliatic poetry, and 
of cylling the beauties and eleyances 
fiom the works of their poets, innu- 
merable as they are. H.s compofing 
this volume in Latin, and efpecially 
inferting fome Greek, fo unfafhionable 
at prefent, and offenfive as it particu- 
larly is tothe French, he excufes from 
‘a defire of being read by all the Euro- 
‘pean nations, and not in this ifland on- 
ly ; and on this field he combats M. 
d’Alembert, who, in his treatife Oz 
the Latinity of modern Writers, has 
maintained, what no one in his fenfes 


ever difputed, that ‘‘ the moderns do 


not write Latin with fuch purity and 
perfection, as if they had lived at 
ome, in the time of Cicero'and Vir- 
Bi ; and that we have not fuch a talte 
or the elegances of that language as if 
we were Romans*”—‘* We are, howe- 
ver (as Mr. Jones obferves), fenfible 
of its beauties, though not in the fame 
degree ; we have pleafure in the peruy 
fal, why therefore fhould we not in- 
dulge it? and though M, d’Alembert 
aflerts 
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afferts the contrary, every {cholar, in 
England at leaft, mutt perceive as ftri- 
king a difference between the verfes of 
Virgil and Lucan, as ‘between the 
fweetett notes of a Neapolitan fongitrefs, 
and the plaintive howl of a Parifian 
opera-girl.— But we cannot wonder at 
this Frenchman’s being thus miftaken, 
when he afcribes to Virgil {ome hexa- 
meters of Ruxus, which are mot even 
worthy of Statius.” 

The author concludes his preface 
with a kind of farewel to the univerfi- 
ty, and to thefe polite ftudies, as he is 
now applying himfelf to. the weightier 
matters of the law : wheré we fincere- 
jy with him al! the fuccefs that his me- 
rit deferves, and his genius and appli- 
cation, we doubt not, will claim, 
hoping that, in this new courfe of life, 
he will be bleffed with many opporti- 
nities (as he exprefles it) of ‘* e‘Tectu- 
ally relieving the oppréfled, "affiting 
the wretched, and averting tyranny.” 

Having tarried fo long in the porch, 
our vifit within doors mult be the fhort- 
er, The contents of the bdok may be 
known by the ‘heads of the chapters.’

of which it has been the fcene, and 
the many perfons eminent in various 
arts and {ciences to whom it has given 
birth, welj deferves an hiftorian more 
equal to its merit, and cannot fail to 
aniwer all the labour and pains of the 
mo dilipent enquirer.” He then 
proceeds to inform us, that “ Mr. 

Camden's account of it in his Bri- 

tannia. was coufiderably enlarged in 

Bp. Gib‘on’s edition by Anthony Et- 

terick, Efg; of Holt ; but that the beft 

account extant is The Survey of Dor- 
fetthire, by the Rev. Join Coker, of 

Mapowder, compiled probably between 

the years 1647 and 1633, though not 

pubiithed tii] 1732, when it was printed 
in folio, at London, by J, Wilcox. 

He had purchafed the MS. of Mat- 

thias Earbury, a nonjuring clergyman, 

and, after printing 500 copies, he fold 
it in 4750 to the late Sir Perer Thomp- 
fon. Jt is now in the poficffion of 

John Bond, Efq; of Grange. 

Mr. Coker’s Survey induced our 
author to with for a more complete one, 
which, by the favour and friendfhip of 
the late Jacob Banks, Efq; of Abbry- 
Milton, Brown Willis, Efq; (a native 
aily of that county), Mr. Charles God- 
wyn, of Baliol-college, Oxford, Rich. 
Wallwyn, lg; of Dorchefter, and 
many other friends, he was encouraged 
to undeitake fo long ago as the year 
1739, when he difperfed his circular 
letters, and began to form his plan: 
though all thefe affif'ances would have 

lets it imperfect, ‘had not a large fub- 
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fcription been procured in the county, 
in the year1761; and moft of the 
nobility and geitry have embellifhet! 
the work with copper. piates of ‘their 
feats, or fome remarkable antiquities, 
The grateful acknowledgement with 
which Mr. Hutchins concludes his pre- 
face, for the affiftance received from 
William Cuming, M. D. of Do#- 
chetter, and Richard Gough*, Eiq; 
F, R.S. does equal henour to himielf 
and them. . ne 

We now proceed to the introdaftion, 
in which our author analyfes the name, 
defcribes the county, and traces the hifs 
tory of itsinhabitants, the Durotriges, 
Brigantes, and Belge, through the 
times of the Romans, Saxons, Danes, 
&c. to the prefent, particularifing alt 
the Roman and vicinal ways, antiqui- 
ties, tumuli, &c. On the laft our 
author has this intérefting remark + 
*¢ Thus we fce all nations, however 
differing in language, cuftoms, or man- 
ners, fhewed a religious regard for 
their dead. The venerable Druid, the 
civilized Roman, the barbarous Dane, 
alike obferved the rites of fepulture’; 
whether depofited ynder the lofty py- 
ramid, mixed with their mother earth, 
or reduced to a handful of afhes co- 
vered with a heap of turf, the deceated 
alike employed the pious care of their 
furviving friends, who wept over them, 
and bu.ied them, And thefe rites, 
founded in nature, were fupported for 
the encouragement of the living, not 
with a view of benefiting the dead ; 
that was the fupeiftition of after-ages, 
when the fertile genius of the Grecian 
posts inverted the order of things, and 
feigned the rites of fepulture to be 
propitiatory to the manes of the dead: 
when, indeed, all their fabulous tales 
concerning the infernal regions had 
been borrowed from the rites of fepul- 
ture. And yet it is wonderful to ob- 
ferve, that thefe fables, abfurd as they 
were, ftill pre-tuppofed the immortality 
of the foul; the idea of which, in the 
mind of man when moft corrupted, 
couid never be entirely defaced.” 

Ot the famous Arthur our hiftorian 
fays, * Sooner fhail the mountain Cair- 
Arture be removed from Wales than 
the name of Arthur be forgotten ; 


_ the baitle on Badon-hill, where not 


improbably Arthur commanded, be no 
Jonger_ recorded with honovr; and 
grateful pofterity, by a particular fpe- 
cies of metaphor, ceafe to dignify every

falfehood, fhall fuffsr him to be buried 
gn an envious oblivion, or rank him 
among the fabulous heroes of the 
Monkith writers,

Both animated with the warmeft love

attention of every young Rudent, —is 
it therefore to be'abolithed ¢ It would 
furely be a bold amd dangerous expe- 
dient to take the direftion of the ftu- 
dies cf our youth from the particular 
colleges, and the tutofs there appointe 
ed to inftru& them, and to commit it 
to feven examiners, hired at the mean 
price of ten guineas yearly, who mutt 
be wholly ftrangers to mott af the pu- 
pils, to their abilities, their previous 
education, the profeffions or ftations 
for which they are defigned ; and to 
authorife three or four of thefe exami- 
ners, after a hatty fecret trial, without 
any preparatory knowledge of them, to 
give a public and Jafling judgment 
concerning the’ refpeétive merits of, 
perhaps, two hundred young men, a- 
mong whom there muit often be fome 
better fcholars than the examiners, and 
fome juft entering into life, of the 
higheit ranks in the kingdom ; and all 
this for the fake of adding to the cufto- 
mary examinations one pr two more, 
whilft they flay here, neither fo long, 
wor open to fo many hearers, as thote 
they go through under a diligent tutor, 
in his chamber, every week. Perfons 
at a diftance may be deceived by the 
title of public, wi.ich hasbeen given to 
thefe examinations, but here we all 
know, that, according to every plan 
offered to the fenate, the judgment on- 
ly was intended to be public, the trial 
both fhort and private, and the equity 
of the judgment was to depend on the 
very quick difeernment and fteady im- 
partiality of the triers. The tutors, 
too, the eftablifhed and experienced 
tutors, ‘muft have fubmitted to the 
fame direAion, and have changed their 
le&tures every year, according to the 
fancies of thefe examiners, or have feut 
their pupils unprepared to the exami- 
nations; or, what is more probable, 
fome one, who might have obtained 
the office of Examiner, would have 
opened a chamber, and have underta- 
ken, ata price agreed on, to prepare 
a filudent, more or tefs, for the ho- 
nour to which he might afpire, and 
have tempted him to neglect the infieuc- 
tions of hisitutor, and the difcipline of 
his college. Thofe who rightly eon- 
ass 2247 Coe 
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ceiwe the effets of fuch a change will 

be reminded by it of the architeét, who, 

diffatisfied with our ald buildings, pro- 
poled, about the middle of the laf 
century, to pull them all down, except 

Kiag’s College Chapel, and to eveé&, in 

their ftead, one ample and uniform 

ftructure, fuch as it behoveth an acade- 
my to be in @ FREE AND WELL-OR- 

DERED COMMONWEALTH.” 

The conclufion, in thort, to which 
all the facts heve ftated, and all the 
reafoning upon thew, lead, is this :

and threatening the life of Mr. Keat,

Lord John Cavendifh then rofe, and, af- 
ter: condemning. the conduct of admini- 
ftration, and the turbulent {pirit of the 
colonies, moved an amendment, in call- 
ing for fuch papers relative to America, , 
as had been received fiance the hats feflions, 
-without which, his Lordthip faid, it would 
be impoffible for the Houfe to determine, 
with propriety or certainty, whether it 
might o¢ might not be neceflary to adopt 
other meafuses. Lord North, anfwered 
Lord Cavendith in a fhort fpeech, and 
faid be thould give himfAf or the Houfe 
very little trouble, as he imagined, when 
he came in, that there was not a member 
prefent who would not perceive the necef= 
fity for aéting in the manner propefed b 
the fpeech. . His Lordthip owned hitnteft 
to. be the. fabricator of it, and faid, that 
it was drawn up short, purely to avoid ail 
cavil, and to promote an unanimity of 
opinion at this important crifis. He was 
aniwered by Mr. Frederick Montagu, 
who, ia general, -difapproved of the ad- 
refs, and who feconded the motion tor

. & With regatd ta the Navy, F confefs it to 
he extremely hard, that the noble Lord 
fhould be attacked in the laft feffian of par- 
liament for too great profufion, and blamed 
jn this for the redu@ion that.was then deem- 
ed neceflary : but.I am nat one of thefe who 
are captivated with a fimplc propofition upon 


papcts when all the avenues of-extravagance.

are kept open, while the fituation of our 
affairs, from the worft judged policy, necef- 
farily leads us to open thefe fluices of expence. 
It is therefore in vain to hold out economical 


refolutions in our votes, when our conduct 


muft produce a contrary effect. I hope, 
however, that the fentiments of gentlemen 
on the fabjeét of. American affairs, begin to 
alter. J hope they will now fee what men, 
uncorrupted by the luxurious vices of a great 
capital, dre capable of fuffeting in fupport of 
eflential privileges; and that the flattering 
expeCtations of fecing America at our feet, 
are now vanithed. : 

*¢ To thofe whe conceive that menare ta 
yield their tights from oppreffion and diftrefs, 
I would recal to their memory the fufterings 
of the late parliament of Paris. ‘The haugh- 
ty mind of a debauched Minifter, and an 
imperious Chancellor, had induced the late 
King of France to violate all the ancient and 
efablithed privileges of that auguft body, the 
only remaining check againft the defpotifm 
eof the Monarch? even men of wit and 
genius were found bafe enough to vilify the 
claims of the parliament; for J am forry ta 
obferve, that fortitude of mind does not al- 
ways accompany excellent talents; and that 
many men poffeffing thofe rare gifts, are toa 
often induced to lend their ingenuity tothe 
hand that pays them, ‘in fupport of the doc- 
trines of the day. Is it poflible for any of 
the people of Amerjca tq undergo greater 
diftyefs than thofe worthy. patriets in France 
have fuffered? Deprived of their offices and 
fubfiftance, banifhed from. their friends, vilis 
fied by the Court,-no profpect of a change, 
yet fupported by principle and a good con- 
fcjence, they have now feen their day of 
triumph, and felt the reward of virtue, fe- 
curing ta their country, by their perfever- 
ance, more effential nghts than have been 
obtained by three eivil wars. After fuch 
conceffions from the King of France, thal} 
the .King of Great Britain be afhamed to 
yield to the juft cries of two millions of his 
fudjeéts, 

‘*I know all the arguments which are ufed 
to entangle weak men in fupport af the pre- 
fent arbitrary tenets. ‘I he fubjeét,. indeed, 
is complicated, and men are confounded more 
than convinced, It is faid, that legiflation 
exifting in the parliament of Great Britain, 
taxation, which is a part of legiflation, muft 
necefiarily be included. The various privi- 
leges which’ fubiifl in every free ftate, are 
hardly to be determined by any reafoning a 
priorie Such dilemmas occur on every fub- 
ject. Can‘any pofition appear more ridicu- 
lons to thofe who maintain the doéttines of 
virtual reprefentation, than that a borough 
fhould fend two Members to Parliament 
without houfe or inhabitant? And yet there 
aye many who hear me, ftrenuous advocates 
againft American Charters, that hold their 
feats in this houfe under fuch a curious re- 
prefentatign. At the fame time I confeis the 
bafjs of the conftitution depends on a 2 
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Thg their privileges entire, fince no man can 
fay how far the reform would réach,; and the 


whole art of Gavernment confifts in preferv- - 


ing to every one his eftablithed rights. The 
moft certain fcience we know is mathema- 
tics ; yet if I was to fay to many men, that 
two lines might approach nearer and nearer 
to all eternity, and never could meet, they 
would think the affertion ridiculous and ab, 
furd. Neverthelefs there is nothing fo cer- 
tain as the truth of that ‘theorem. It is 
equally true that legiflation may exift with- 
out the power of taxation. The kingdom 
of Ireland within our own dominion, is a 
pooof of what thefe learned gentlemen affert 
to be fu impoffible. A-worthy member in 
my eye, being prefied with this argament in 
the lait feffion of parliament, from the fair- 
nefs of his mind, avowed as his opinion, 
that. we eould tax Ireland. I remember 
there were fome gentlemen in the ‘gallery 
when this declaration was made, whom Lim- 
mediately perceived, by the contorfions in 
their countenance, to be Irifh Members. 
Next day the worthy Member chofe to maké 
fome apology to his friends. He faid no pa- 
rallel could be drawn ‘between Ireland and 
the Colonies ; for Ireland-had a parapberna~ 
fa; and this fatisfied both the Engliffr-and 
Frith Members.’ For my part, I do not fee 
what difficulty can occur in leaving the dif 
ferent Colonies on. the fame footing of 
taifing money by requifition as the peo- 
ple‘of Ireland. If itis thought this many 
ner of raifing fupplies might throw too much 
power into the hands of ‘the crown, that 
power might be limited, fo as not to be 
exerted except upon the addrefs of both 
Houfes of Parliament, fuch as. has been 
lately adopted, refpefting ‘the prerogative in 
regulating the coin. J am ftill hopeful, 
that the tenfe chords.on which our Ame- 
rican creed has been faid and fung, will be 
relaxed. -I perceive, J think, the tone of the 
noble Lord is not fo loud or fo lofty as on 
fome former debates on this fybject.. I hope 
it does not proceed from want of health, in 
which cafe no man could feel more forrow 
for his Lordhhip than myfelf; but J hope it 
arifes from ‘a more ferious and deep reflection 
on she fubje&, where his own good fenfe has 
had room to operate, free from thofe vig- 
lent affociates who feem to have precipitated 
his Lordfhip into fuch rath and cruel -mea- 
fures, contrary to his own natural good 
temper.’ Here then [ thall conclude as I 
fet out, hoping that generous, juft, . pacific 
meafures will be, adopted; but fill infitting, 
that no man can determine properly on the 
number af forces to be. employed, until we 
know the meafures that are ‘purfued refpett- 
ing America.”

other, more large and more compli- 
cated, comprehending the whole feries 
of the parliamentary proceecings with 
regard to America, their caufes, and 
their confequences, With regard te . 
the Jatter ground, he fates it as ulelefs, 
and thinks it may be even dangereus, 
te 
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to enter into fo extenfive a field of en- 


quiry : yet, to my furprize, he had | 


hardly laid down this reftri€tive pro- 
pofition, when direétly he condemns it, 
and declares it abfolutely neceflary to 
enter into the moft ample hiftorical de- 
tail; and thus, after narrowing the 
ground for al} thofe who are to fpeak 
after him, he takes an excurfion-him- 
felf, as unbounded as the fubje& and 
the extent of his great abilities. 

But, Sir, I thall follow the Hon. 
Gent. in his hiftorical difcuffion, and 
before I fe into that large confidera- 
tion, fhall tread the narrow ground to 
which alone he, in one part of his 
fpeech, hes fo ftriétly confined us. 

He defires to know, whether, if we 


were to repeal this tax, the Americans~ 


would not prefume on this conceffion, 


and call for a repeal of the duty on 


wine, as loudly as they now do for the 
repeal of the duty on tea? Sir, I can 
give no fecurity on this. fubje&t; but, 
if experience, which the Hon. Gent. 


1eprobates in, one infant, and reverts: 


to in the next, may be allowed to 
have any weight, to that experience I 
fteadily appeal. ; 

When Parliament repealed the famp- 
aé, in 1766, I affirm, firft, that the 
Americans did. #ot eall upon you to 
give up the former parliamentary reve- 
nue,’ or any one of the arti¢les which 
compofe it. J affirm alfo, that when, 
departing from the maxis of that re- 
peal, you revived the {cheme of taxa- 
tion, then it was thatthey quarrelled 
with the old taxes as well as the new ; 
queftioned all the parts of your legif- 
lative power ; and, by the battery of 
fuch queftions, have fhaken the folid 
ftru@ure of this empire to its deepeft 
foundations. 

OF thefe two -propofitions I thall 
give fuch damning proof, that, how~ 
ever the contrary may be whifpered in 
circles, or bawled in news papers, they 


never more wilh dare to raife their 


voices in this Houle, 

The a8 of #767, which grants this 
tea duty, fets forth, in its preamble, 
that it was expedient to raife a revenue 
in America, for the {upport of the ci- 
vil government there, as well as for 
purpofes fill more extenfive. To this 
fupport the aét affigns fix branches of 


duties. About two years after this aét > 


prfled, the piefent Miniftry thought it 
expedient to repeal five of the duties, 
and to leave (for reafons belt krown 
to themfelves) only the fixth itanding. 
Upon the principles, therefore, of the 
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Hon. Gent. upon the principles of the 
Minifter himfeif *, who repealed five 
out of fix of the duties then fubfifting, 
the Minifter has nothing at all to an- 
fwer : he ftands condemned by himfelf, 
and by all his affociates, old and new, 
as a deftroyer, in the firft trut of fi- 
nance, of the revenues’; and, in the 
firft rank of honour, as a betrayer of 
the dignity of his country. 

But I hear it rung continually in my: 
ears, now and formerly,---** The pre« 
amble! what will become of the pre- 
amble, if you repeal this tax /”—1 am 
forry to be compelled fo often to ex- 
= the calamities and difgraces of 

arliament. ‘he preamble of this law, 
ftanding as it now ftauds, has the lie 
dire&t given to it by the provifiona- 
ry part of the a&; if that -can be 
called provifionary which makes no 
provifion, The Clerk will be fo good 
as to turn to the aét, and to read this 
favourite preamble. 

** Whereas it is expedient that a re- 
wenue Jhould be raifed in your Majefly’s 
dominions in America, Jor making a 
more certain and adequate provifion for 


' defraying the charge of the adminiltras: 


tion of juftice, and fupport of civil go- 
wvernment; and towards further defray- 
ing the expences of defending, proteét- 
ing, and fecuring the faid dominions," 

Now, where is the revenue which is- 
to do all thefe mighty things? Five» 
fizths repealed, ---abandoned,--- funk, . 
---gone,--=-lott for ever ! ven the 

t folitary tea-dyty ¢ purs 
he of this preamble ei s this nd 7 
a revenue in Americal Is. this. pre- 
ferving dignity in England! -If you 
repeal this tax in-compliance with the 
motion, I readily admit that. you tof” 
this fair preamble. Eftimate your lofs 
in it ; the obje&. of the a& is gone al- 
ready, and all you fuffer is the purgin 
the ttatute-book of the opprobrium ot 
an empty, absurd, and talfe recital. 

It has been faid again and again, 
that the five taxes were repealed on, 
commercial principles : it is fo faid in 
the paper in my hand }; a paper which 
1 conftantly carry about me. But you 
know that this commercial motive ne- 
ver was believed by any man, either in 
America, which this letter is meant to

foothes 
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foothe, or in England, which it is meant 
to deceive. It was impoffible it thould ; 
becaufe every man, in the leaft acquaint- 
ed with the detail of commerce, muft 
know, that feveral of the articles on 
which the tax was repealed, were, with: 
out comparifon, fitter objets of duties 
than the tea that was left taxed. What 
poflible injury, on the fcore of com- 
mercial principles,could have accrued to 
this nation or America by continuing a 
duty on red and white lead, glafs, and 
painters colours? whereas, when you 
ftood lat year on the precipice of ge- 
neral bankruptcy, the vent of ten mil- 
lions of pounds of this commodity, 
now locked up by the operation of am 
injudicious tax, and rotting in the 
warehoufes of tke company, would 
have prevented all this diftrefs, and all 
that feries of defperate meafures which 
you thought yourfelves obliged to take 
in confequence of it. America would 
have furnifhed that vent, which'no o- 
ther part of the world can furnihh. 

Well! but; fay you, * the tax is 
trifling, ---in effeSt, it is rather an exo+ 
neration than an impofition ; three- 
fourths of the duty formerly payable 
on teas exported to America are taken 
of; the place of colleétion is only 
thifted ; infead of the retention of a 
fhilling from the draw-back here, it is 
three-pence.cuftom paid in America,™* 
All this, Sir, is true; but this is the 
very folly and mifchief of the ad, In- 
credible as it may feem, you know that 

ou have deliberately thrown away a 
arge duty, which you held fecure and 
quiet in your hands, for the vain hope 
of getting three-fourths lefs, through 
every hazard, through certain litiga~ 
tion, and poilibly through wag. 

Could any thing be a fubje& of 
more juit alarm to Americans, than to 
fee you go out of the plain high road 
of finance, and give up your moft cer. 
tain revenues, and your cleareft inte- 
refis, mereiy for the fake of infulting 
them? Noman ever doubted that the 
commodity of tea couid bear aa impo- 
fition of three-pence ; but no commo- 
dicy will bear a penny, when the genes 
ral feelings of men are irritated. The 
feclings of the colomes were formerly 
the feelings of Mr. Hampden, when 
called upon for the payment of twenty 
fhillings. ‘Twenty fhillings was no 
obje&t to Mr. Hampden in point of 
fortune ; but the payment of half 20 
fillings, on the principle it was de- 
manded, would have made him a flave. 

{tis then, Sir, upon the principle, 


and nothing elfe, that we are at iffues 
Your a&t of 1767 afferts, that it is ex- 
pedient to raife a revenue in Americas 
your aét of 1769, which takes away 
that revenue, contradi&ts the a&t of 
1767, and, by fomeihing much ftronger 
than words, afferts chat it is not expe- 
dient. 

But will you repeal the a&, fays the 
Hon. Gent, at this inflant when Ames 
rica is in open refiftance to your autho- 
rity? Why not? The Hon, Gent. 
remembers, that, about five years ago, 
as great dilturbances as the prefent pres 
vailed in America on account: of the 
new taxes. The Minifters reprefented 
thefe dittu: bances as treafonabie ; and 
this Houle befought the King, by the 
revival of an old ftatute, to enquiie 
into treafons, and to bring the fup~ 

fed traitors from America to Great 

itain for trial, All the attempts’ 
from this fide of the Houfe to refit 
thefe violences, were treated with the. 
utmoft Korn, An apprehenfion of the 
very confequences now fated by the 
Hon. Gent. was then given as a reafon’ 
for fhutting the door againft all hope — 
of a repeal: and’ fo ftrong was the. 
{pir for fupporting the new taxes, 
that the feffion concluded with the fol- 
lowing remarkable declaration. After 
ftating the vigorous meafures which 
had been purfued,, the fpeech from the. 
throne proceeds : 

“ You have afured me of your firm, 

fopport in the profecution -of them. 

Nothing, im my opinion, could be more. 
likely to enable the well-@ifpofed: among: 
my fubjects in that part of the world, 
effectually-to difcourage and defeat the 
defigns of the fa&ious and fiditious, 
than the hearty concurrence of every 
branch of the Legifature in maintain- 
ing the execution of the laws in every 

pert of my dominions.” 

After this no man dreamt that a re- 
peal under this Miniftry could poffibly 
take ; lace. ‘Fhis fpeech was made on 
the ninth day of May, 1769 5 and fiver 
days after, the public circular letter, a 
part of which } am going to read to 
you, was written by Ld. Hillfborough, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
After reciting the fubftance of the 
King’s fpeech, he goes on thus : 

‘© I can take upon me to affure jot, 
not withflanding infinuations to the con- 
trary from men with faétious and fe- 
ditious views, that bis Mgjefly’s pre- 
fent Adminiftration have at no time 
entertained a dejign to propofe to Par- 
liament to lay any further taxes upon

America,for the purpofe‘of RAISING 
A REVENUE ; and that it is at pres 
ent their. intention to propofe, the next 
filion of Parliament, to take off the 
duties upon glajs, paper, and colours, 
upon confideration of fuch duties having 
been laid, contrary so the; true principles 
of commerce,” &c. [See Vol.XXXIX&} 
Here, Sir, is ‘a. canenical books of 
minifterial, {cripture 5 the-general epifs 
tle to the Americans. What does the 
Gent, fay to in ?* Here a repeal is pro- 
mifed ; promifed without condition ; 
and while yeur authority was aétually 
refitted. 

This epitle was not the letter of 
Lord. Hilifborongh folely, though he 
held the official. pen ; it was .the letter: 
of the noble Lord upon the’ floor 
{Ld. N--th], and, of all the King’s 
then Minifters, who. (with I think the 
exception of two only }are his Minilters 
at this hour. The! very firft news that! 
a Britifh Parliament. heard of, what it 
was to do with the duties which m had 
given and gtanted to the King, was by 
the publication of the votes of Ame: 


rican Affemblies. We were unworthy: 


to be let into the fecret.. The Affem- 
blies had confidential, communications 
rom his Majelty’s confidential Servants, 
We were nothing but initruments. Do 
you, after, this, wonder that. you have 
no weight and.no refpeét in.the Colo- 


nies? that you are obeyed: folely from: 


refpe& to the bayonet? and, 'that~this 


Houle, the ground. and pillar of free-’ 
dom, is itfelf. held. up only. by the. 
treachcrous. under pinning and, clumly.. 


buttreffes of arbitrary power ? 


" After this. letter, the queftion is no, 


more on propriety or dignity ; they 
are gone. ‘Phe faith of your Sovereign 
is pledged for the political principie. 
The general declaration tm the letter 
goes tothe whole of it, You muft, 
therefore, either abandon the fcheme. of 
taxing,.or you muft fend the Minifters 
tarred:and feathered to America, who 
dared to hold. out the royal faith for a 
renunciation of all taxes for a revenue*,

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I. hope nobody!.in this Houle will 
again have tlie impudence to defend 
American ‘taxes in the name of Mi- 
niftry. ; 

,» Sir, the Hon. Gent. having fpoken 
what he thought neceflary upon the 
narrow part of; the fubjeét, I have 
given him, .I hope, a fatisfactory an- 
{wer. ‘He next preffes me, by a va- 
riety of direé&t challenges and oblique 
refleftions, to fay fomething on the 
hiftorical part. 

Permit me, therefore, to lead your 
attention very far back; back to'the 
aét of. navigation, the corner-ftdne of 
the policy of this country with regard 
to its colonies ; a policy purely com- 
mercial ; and that commercial fyftem 
wholly reftriftive. No trade was let 
Ipofe from the fetters of that aét but 
meiely to-enable the colonifts to dif- 
pole of what yow could. not take; or 
tp enable them to dilpofe. of fuch ar- 
ticles as we forced upon.them, and 
for which, without fome degree of li- 
herty. to vend, they could ‘not pay. 
Hence a fyftem of commerce was ei- 
tablifthed. by which alone you ‘propofed 
to make the colonies: contribute to the 
firerigth of the empire ; and I venrore 
to fay, that during the whole period, * 
fom 21 Car. IE, till 4. Geo. II. in 
which that fyftem was forming, a par- 
liamentary revenue from thence was 
never. once tn contemplation, 

The: friends of American revenue 
fay,sindeed, that. the commercial re- 
feaintas full ashard a law for Amevi- 
ca to live under as the laws now fo 
frongly oppofed. I think fotoo, But 
America bore it from the’beginning 
until 1764.--- Why ? Becaufe men do 
bear the imevitable conftitution of their 
Otigioal nature with all its infirmities. 
‘The-aé of navigation attended the co- 
lénies from their infancy, grew with 
their growth, and #rengthened with 
their ftiength. They were confirmed 
in obedience to it more by ufage than 
by..law. 

_ Whether you were right or wrong 
in e(tablifhing the cotonies on the prin- 
ciples of commercial monopoly, rather 
than on that of revenue, you have long 
fince decided-for yourfeives and them 3 
and you and they have profpered ex- 
ceedingly under that decifion. This 
nation, Sir, never thought of departiry 
from that choice till the clofe of the 
laft war. At that period the neceffity 
was eftablifhed of keeping up no tels 
than 20 new regiments, with 20 colo- 
nels capable of teats in this houle. 

This 
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This fcheme was adopted with very 

eneral applaufe, and I wel! remem- 
, that Mr. Townhhend, in a bril- 
liant harangue on this fubjé&t, dazzled 
the country gentlemen, the great pa- 
trons of oeconomy, by playing be- 
fore their eyes the image of a revenue 
to be raifed in America for fupporting 
this huge increafe of military arrange- 
ment. 

Here began to dawn the firft glim- 
merings of this new colony fyitcin, 
It appeared more diftinétly afterwards, 
when it devolved upon a peifon to 
whom, on other accounts, this coun- 
try owes very great obligations. I do 
believe, that he had a very ferious de- 
fire to benefit the public; but with 
the beft intentions in the world, he firft 
brought this fatal {cheme into form, 
and eftablifhed it by a& of parlia« 
ment, 

‘No man can believe, that at this 
time of day I mean to Jean on the ve- 
nerable memory of a great man, whofe 
lofs we deplore in common, Un- 
doubtedly Mr, Grenville was a firft- 
raie figure in this country. 
aaelane underflanding, and a ftout 
and refolute heart, he had an applica- 
tion undiffipsted and unwearied. He 
took public bufinefs, not as a duty 
which he was to fulfil, but as a plea- 
fure be was to enjoy ; and he feemed 
to have no delight out of this houfe, 
except in fuch things. as fome way re- 
lated to the bufinefs that was to be 
done within it. 1f {uch a man fell in- 
to errors, they muft be fought for, not 
in the defeéts of the mind, but in the 

articular habits of his life. He was 
Pred in the law, a piofeffion which 
does more to quicken and invigorate 
the underftanding, than ali the other 
kinds of learning put together ; but it 
is not apt, except in pei fons very hap- 
pily born, to open and liberalize the 
mind exactly in the fame proportion, 
Paffing fiom that ftudy, he p.unged in- 
to the bufinefs of office ; and it may 
be truly faid, that men too much con- 
verfant in office, have rarely minds of 
remarkable enlargement.’ They do 
admirably well, as long as things go 
on in their common order ; but when 
the high roads are broken up, and the 
waters out, when a new and troubled 
{cene is opened, and the file affords ne 
precedent, then it is that a greater 
knowledge of mankind, and a far more 
extenfive comprehenfion of things, is 
requifite than ever office gave, or than 
office can ever give.

conceived, and many conceived alon 
with him, that the flourithittg trade o 
this country was greatly owing to law 
and inftitution, and not quite fo much 
to liberiy 3 for but too many dre apt to 
believe regulation to be corimerce, and’ 
tates to be revenne. Ariong regula- 
tions, that which ftood firit in reputa- 
tion was his idol: J mean the aét of 
havigation. 

After the war, and in the laft years 
of it, the trade of America had ené 
creafed far beyond the fpectilations of 
the moft fangu'ne intagination: it 
{welled out on every fide, ‘and the cons 
traband in fome meafure kept pace wih 
the fair trade, It thould ftand as a 
fundamental maxim, that no vulgat 
precaution ought to be employed in 
the. cure of evils which are clofel 
tonneéted with the caufe of our profs 
perity. Perhaps this great perfon turns 
ed his ¢ye fomewhat tefs than was juft, 
towards the incredible increafe of the 
fair trade ; and looked with fomething 
OF too exquifite a jealoufy towards the 
contraband. The bonds of the act 
of navigation were ftraitened {9 
much, that America was on the point 
of having no trade, either contraband 
or legitimate. They found, under the 
conftruétion and execution then ufed, 
the aét no longer tying, but aétually 
firangling them. ° 

But the grand manceuvre in that bu- 
finefs was the rsth aét of 4 Geo. ITI; 
which, for the firft time, afferted the 
right, equity, policy, and even necef> 
fity of taxing the colonies, without any 
Great was 


England we cried out for new taxes on 
America, whilft they cried cut that 
they were nearly ciufhed with thofe 
which the war and their own grants 
had brought upon them, It has been 
faid in the debate, that when this a& 
pafled, the Americans did not objec 
to the principle. It is true they touch- 
ed ir but very tenderly. But of what 
fervice is this obfervation to the caule 
of thofe that make it’? It is a full re~ 
futation of the pretence for their pre- 
fent cruelty to America 5 for it thews, 
out of their own mouths, that our co- 
lonies were backward to enter into the 
prefent vexatious and ruinous contro- 
verly. 
There is apother circulation abroad, 
agp with a malignant intention, that 
r. Grenville gave the colony agents 
an option for their affemblics to tax 
themblelves, which they had refufed. 
Though much ftreis is id on this as 
a fact 
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a faé&, it happens neither to be true nor 
poflible. Mr. Grenville well knew, 
that the colony agents could have noge- 
nera] powers to confent to it ; and they 
iy no,time to confult their affemblies 
- for particular powers, before he paffed 
his firft revenue 4&, Befides, he was 
of opinion, as he often declared in 
this Houfe, that the colonies could not 
ly. grant any revenue to the crown; 
een dafnive mifchiefs would be 
the confequence of fuch a power, 
,. Thus, Sir, I have difpofed of this 
falfehood. But falfehood has a per- 
nnial fpring. _It is faid, that no con- 
jecture could be made of the diflike of 
the colonies to the principle. This is 
as untrue as the other, Before the 
palling of the ftgmp-aét, the colonies 
id fend, remonftrances, objecting to 
this mode of parliamentary taxation ; 
but thefe remonftrances were fuppreff- 
ed, and their petitions rejected; with 
fcorn. As to the colonies, they had 
no alternative left, but either to dif- 
obey, or to pay the taxes impofed, 
This, was,the ftate of the colonies 
before his Majefty thought fit to 
change his Minifters. In the year.fix- 
ty- five, being in a. private flation, it 
was my fortune, unknowing and un- 
known, to become connected with a 
very noble perfon, t!:en at the head of 
the treafury,.. It.was. indeed in a fitua- 
tion of little rank and no confequence, 
Suitable tothe mediocrity of my, ta- 
Jents and pretenfions ; but a fituation 
near enough to enable me to fee, as 
Well as others, what was going on 3 
and I did fee in that noble perfon fuch 
found principles, {uch an enlargement 
of mind, fuch a clear aod fagacious 
fenfe, and fuch unfhaken fortitude, as 
have bound me, .as-well_as others much 
better than me, by an inviolable at- 
tachment, to him from that time for- 
waid. Sir, Loud Rockingham very 
early in that {ummer received a ftrong 
xeprefentation from many weightyEng- 
Jith merchants and manufaélurers,from 
governors of provinces.and command- 
ers of men of war, againft almoft the 
whole of the American commercial re- 
gulations; and, particularly, with re- 
\gard to the total ruin which was threat- 
ened to the Spanifh trade. I believe, 
Sir, the noble Lord foon faw kis way 
in this bufinefs. He {carcely begun to 
, open the ground, when the whole ve- 
teran body of office took the alarm. 
,A violent outcry was raiftd againtt 
any alteration ; notwithftanding which 
he immediatély difpatched orders to 
-redgels the grievance, and {carce was 


‘incontrovertible 
‘groundlefs. } 
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this bufinefs of the Spanifh trade 
brought to a conclufion, when the; 
news Of the troubles, on account cf’ 
the ftamp - a&, arrived in England. 
Then it was that the oppofition, in- 
ftead of feeling humbled by the unhap- 
y ‘fue of their meafures, feemed td 
e infinitely elared, and cried out, that 
the miniftry, from envy to‘ the glory 
of their predeceffors, were prepared to 
repeal the ftamp-a&t. But they did mot 
come to a hafty réfolution to repeal. 
They weighed the matter as the im- 
portance: of it required ; and the en 
uiry lafted in the committee for 
Ix weeks. —— At its conciufion, 
this Houié, by an independent, noble, 
[pirited, and unexpefied majority 5 by 
a majority that will redeem all the a&ts 
ever done by majorities in parliament} 
in the-teéth of ai! the old mercenary 
Swifs of ftate, in. defpite of all the 
fpeculators ahd augurs of political 
events, in defiance of the whole em- 
battled legion of veteran penfioners 
and pra&tifed inftraments of a court, 
gave a total repeal to the famp-aé&, 
and (if it had been fo permiited) a 
lafting peace to this whole empire. 
[Here Mr. B. took occafion to refute 
the miany falfehoods circulsted by the 
minifterial emiflaries, for purpofes the 
moft difhonoutable. 1. That’ Lord 
Rockingham did not tonfent to the re- 
peal till he was bullied into it by Lord 
‘Chatham. ‘2. That General Conway, 
when he propofed the repeal in the 
Houfe of Commons, had another fet of 
refolutions in his pocket, dire&tly the 
rever(e of thofehe moved. 3. Thatall 
the difturbances in Asmerica have been 
occafioned by this repeal. 4. That the 
arguments made ule of in the Houfe of 
Commons to diffuade the oer | 
from their ill-judged conduct, gave rife 
to the refiftance made “by the Amer® 
cans to the exectition of the aéts. 
‘5. That the difurbances that happen- 
-ed there on account of the ftamp-aét 
were encouraged by the news they re- 
ceived of a change in the Miniltry. 
‘Thefe charges Mr. Burke proved by 
arguments to be 


Thus, fays he, are blown away the 
infect race of courtly falfehoods! thus 
perifh the miferable inventions of the 
wretched runners for a wretched caufé, 


‘which they have fiy-blown “into every 


weak and rotten part of the country, in 
vain hope that, when their maggots 
had taken wing, their importunate 
buzzing might found fomething like 
thé public voice ! 











Having now thewn the ftate of the 
colonies before the repeal, he next pro- 
ceeds to anfwer the queftions, Whe- 
ther, after the repeal, the provinceswere 
guiet ? and whether, in confequence of 
‘that conceilion, the other laws of trade 
remained inviolate? To the firft of thefe 
queftions he boldly afferts, that the co- 
lonies were not only quiet, but fhewed 
many marks of acknowledgement and 
gratitude. To the other, that not one 
of the revenue laws that remained, 
were attacked; and that even the pro- 
vince of Mafiachu ffetts Bay, under cir- 
cumftances of no {mail irritation, be- 
behaved with becoming moderation. 
This he proved, not only by the tefti- 
mony of Gov. Barnard, but by their 
compliance with the vequifition made 
to them for compenfation for damages 
futtained by popular fury. With thefe 
aniwers he clofes the fcene of the Rock~- 
ingham adminiftration, during which 
the aniient fyftem was reftored, and 
the antient concord eftablithed. Ano- 
ther {cene is now opened, and other 

aétors introduced upon the ftage. The 
ftate in the condition he has defcribed it, 
was delivered into the hands of Lord 
Chatham, a great and celebrated name; 
aname that keeps the name of this 
country refpectable in every other on 
the globe. It may be truly called, 
; Clarum et venerabile nomen 
Gentibus, et multum noftre quod pro- 
derat urbi. 
_ Sir, the venerable age of this great 
man, his merit-d rank, his fupesior 
eloquence, his fplendid qualities, his 
eminent fervices, the vaft {pace he fills 
in the eye of mankind, and, more than 
all thereft, his fall from power, whieh, 
like death, canonizes and fanétifies a 
great charaéter, will not fuffer me to 
cenfure any part of his conduct. But 
what I do not prefume to cenfure, I 
may have leave to lament. For a wife 
man, he feemed to me at that time to 
be governed too much by general max- 
ims. I fpeak with the freedom of hif- 
tory, and I hope without offence. One 
or two of thefe maxims flowing from 
an opinion not the moft indulgent to 
our unhappy fpecies, and furely a little 
too general, led him into meafures that 
were greatly mifcinevoms to himfelf; 
and for that reafcn, among others, pers 
haps fatal to his country; meafures, 
the eftects cf which, I am afraid, are 
‘for ever incurable. He made an ad- 
miniftvation, fo checkered and fpeck- 
led, made up of patriots and courtiers, 


kings friends and republicane; whigs 
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condué of affairs ; infomuch that, long

and tories; treacherous friends and 
open enemies; that it was indeed a 
very curious fhow; but utterly untafe 
to touch, and unfure to fland upon. 
The colleagues whom he had afforted 
at the ity | ftared at each other, 
and were obliged to afk, ‘ Sir, your 
“ name?” And I venture to fay, it did 
fo happen, that perfons had a {ingle 
Office divided between them, who had 
never before fpoken to each other in 
their lives *. . In confequence of this 
arrangement, haying put fo much the 
larger part of his enemies and oppof- 
ers into power, the confulion was fuch, 
that his own principles could not.) o-- 
fibly have any ¢ff:& or inflyence in the 











































before the clofe of the firft feffion of his 
adminiftration, when every thing was 
publickly tranfaéted in his name, they 
made an act, declaring it highly. jult 
and expedient to raife.a revenue in 
America, For, even then, Sir, even 
before this {plendid orb was entirely 
fet, and while the weftern horizon was 
in a blaze with his defcending glory, 
on the uppofite quarter of the heavens 
arofe another Juminary, and, for -bis 
hour, became lord of the afcendant. 
This light too is paffed and fet for ever. 

Charles Townend, officially the 
re-praducer of this fatal fcheme, was 
the delight and ornament of this Houfe, 
the charm of every private fociety which 
he honoured with his prefence. Per-, 
haps there never arofe in any country, 
a man of a more pointed and finifhed 
wit ; and (where his paflions were not 
concerned) of amore refined, exquifite, 
and penetrating judgment. If he had 
not fo great a ftock, a8 fome have had 
who flourished formerly, of knowledge 
long treafured up, he knew better by 
far than any man I ever was acquaint- 
ed with, how to bring together, within 
a fhort time, all that was neceffary to 
eftablith, to illuftrate, and to decorate 
that fide of the queftion he fupported. 
He ftated his matter tkilfully and 
powerfully. He -particulady excelled 
in a mott luminous explanation and 
difplay of his fubject. His ftyle of ar- 

ument was neither trite and vulgar, 
nor fubtle and abftrufe.. He hit the 
Houfe jutt between wind antl water. 
And not being troubled with too an- 





* Suppofed to allude to the’Righe Hon. 
[sord North, and George Cook, Efq; who 
were made joint paymafters in the fum- 
mer of 1766, on the removal of the 
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‘xious a zeal for any matter in queftion, 
he was never more tedious, or more 
‘earneft, than the pre-conceiyed opi- 
‘pions, and prefent temper of his hearers 
required ; to whom he was always in 
rfe&t unifon. He conformed exactly 
to the temper of the Houfe; and he 
feemed to guige, beeaule he was always 
fure to follow it. 

The fear of difpleafing thofé who 
ovght moff to be pleafed, betrayed him 
fometimes into the other extreme. He 
had voted, and in the year 1766, had 
“been an advocate for the ftamp aét. 
Things and the di‘pofition of mens 
minds were changed. In fhort, the 
ftamp 2& began to be no favourite in 
this Houle, He therefore atrended at 
the private meeting, in which the refo- 
lutions moved by a Right Honourable 
Gentleman, were fettied; refolutions 
Jeading to the appeal. The next day 
he voted for that repeal ; and he would 
have fpoken for it too, if an illnefs, a 
very real ilinefs, had not prevented it. 

The very wext feffion, as the fafhion 
of this world paffeth away, the repeal 
began to be in as bad an odour in this 
Houfe as the ftamp aé& had been in the 
feffian before. To conform to the 
temper which began to prevail, he de- 
clared, very early in the winter, that 
a revenue. muft be had out of America, 
Inftantly he was tied down to his en- 

* <nagond by fome, who had no ob- 
jection, to fuch experiments. The 
whole body of courtiers drove him on- 
ward. They always talked as if the 
King ftood in a fort of humtliated ftate 
until fomething of the kind thould be 
dione. 

Hence arofe this unfortunate act, the 
fubj«& of this day's debate; from a 
difpofition which, after making an 
American revenue to pleafe one, re- 
pealed it to pleafe others, and again 
revived it in eee of pleafing a third, 


and of catchiog fomething in the ideas. 


pf all, 

This revenue aét of 1767, formed 
the fourth period of American policy. 
How we have fared fince, then—what 
woeful variety of fchemes have been 
adopted ; what enforcing, and what 
Fepealing 5 what bypilying, and what 
wbmitting; what doing, and un- 
doing ; what ftraining, and what re- 
. Jaxing ; what affemblhies diffolved for 
not obeying, and called again withqut 
- obedience ; what troops fent out to 
quell refitiance, and on meeting that 
rfiltance, recalled ; what fhifjings and 
* changes, and jumblings of all kinds of 


men at home, which left no poffiblity 
of order, confiftency, vigour, or, even 
fo much as a decent unity of colour in 
any one public meafure,---it.i¢ a tedi- 
ous, irkfome tafk. My duty.may calf 
me to open it out fome other time ; for 
the pretent I fhall forbear. 

After all thefe changes and agita- 
tons, your immediate fituation upon 
the queftion on your paper is at length 
brought to this. You have an att of 
parliament, ftating, that * it is expe- 
§* dient to vaife a vevenue in Ame- 
f* rica.” By a partial repeal, you 
have annihilated the greatett part of 
that revenue, which this preamble de- 
clares to be fo expedient. You have 
fubttituted no other in the place of ir, 
A Secretary of State has difclaimed, 
in the King’s name, all thoughts ot 
fuch a (ubititution in future. The prin- 
ciple of this difciaimer goes to what 
has been left,-as well as what has heen 
repealed. “The tax which lingers after 
its companiens, (under a preamble de- 
claring an American revenue expedi- 
cnt, and for the fole purpate ot fup- 
porting the theory of that preamble) 
militates with the affurance authenti- 
cally conveyed to the colonies ; and ig 
an exhauftiefs fuurce of jealouly and 
animofity. On this ftate, which I take 
to be a fair one ; not being able to dif- 
cern any grounds of honour, advan-, 
tage, peace, or power, for adhering, 
either to the aét or to the preamble, I 
fall vote Jor the queftion which leads 
to the repeal of both. 

For. my part. I fhould chufe (if T 
could have my with), that she propofi- 
tion of the Honourable Geftieman® for 
the repeal could go to America with- 
out the attendance of me we bills, 
Alone I could almoftanfwer for its fuc- 
cefs. I cannot be certain of its recep- 
tion in the bad company it may keep. 
In fuch heterogeneous aifo tments, the 
moft innacent perien will lofe the effect 
of his innocency, ‘Though you thould 
fend out this angel of peace, yet you 
are fending out a deftroying angel too ; 
and what would be the effeét of the 
confliét of thefe two adverfe {pirits, or 
which would predominate in. the end, 
is what I dare not fay ; whether thele- 


- nient meafuies would: caufe American 
. paflion to fubfide, or the fevere would 


increate its tury. 
Let us, however, embrace fome fyf- 

tem or other before we end this feffion. 

Do you mean.to tax America, .avt te 
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draw a produétive revenue from thence? 
If you do, fpeak out: name, fix, af- 
certain this revenue; fettle its quanti- 
ty; define its objes; provide for its 
colle&tion ; and then fight when you 
have fomething to fight for. If you 
murder, roh ; if you kill, take poffef- 
fion ; and do not appear in the charac- 
ter of madmen, as w: Il as affaffins, vio~ 
lent, vindiétive, bloody, and tyranni- 
eal, withoyt an objeét. But, may 
better counfels guide you ! 

Again, and again, revert to your 
old principles—feek peace, and enfure 
it—leave America, if -the has taxable 
matterin her, to tax herfelf. I am not 
here going into the diftin&tions of 
rights, nor attempting to mark their 
boundaries, J do not enter into thefe 
metaphyfical diftingtions ; I hate the 
very found of them. Leave the Ame- 
ricans as they anciently flood, and 
thefe diltin€tions, born of our unhappy 
contett, ‘will die along with it. They 
and we, and their and our anceftors, 
have been happy under that fyftem. 
Let the memory of all a€tions in con- 
tradiétion to that good old mode, on 
both fides, be extinguifhed for ever, 
Be content to bind America by laws 
of trade; you have always done it : 
Jet. this be your reafon for binding 
their trade. Do not burthen them 
by taxes; you tvere not ufed to do fo 
from the beginning : let this be your 
reafon for not taxing, Thefe are the 
arguments of flates and kingdoms. 
Leave the reft to the fchools ; for there 

only they may be difcuffed with fafety. 
‘ A Noble Lord *, who fpoke fome 
time ago, is full of the fire of ingenu- 
ous youth ; and, when he has modeled 
the ideas of a lively imagination by 
further experience, he will be an orna- 
ment to his country in either Houle, 
He has faid, that the Americans are 
our children, and how can they revolt 
againft their parent? He fays, that, if 
they are not free in their prefent ftate, 
England is not free; becaufeManchetter, 
and other confiderable places,are not re- 
prefented : fo then, becaufe iome towns 
in England are not reprefented, Ame- 
riea is to have no reprefentative at all. 
They are ** our children ;** but, when 
children afk. for ‘bread, we are not to 
give a fone. Is it becaute the natural 
refiftance of things, and the various 
mutations of time, hinder our govern- 
ment, or any fcheme of government, 
from being any more than a fort of ap- 
* proximation to the right, is it there.

fore that the colonies are to recede from 
it infinitely? When this child of ours 
wifhes to affimilate to its parent, ahd 
to reflect, with a true filial refemblance, 
the beauteous countenance of Britith ~ 
liberty, are we to turn to them the 
fhameful parts of our conftitution? Are 
we to give them our weaknefs for their 
ftrength, our opprobrium for their 
glory, and the flough of flavery, which 
we are not able to work off, to ferve 
them for their freedom ? 

If this be the cafe, alk yourfelves 
this queftion, Will they be content’in 
fuch a ftate of flavery! If not, look 
to the confequences. Reflect how you 
are to govern a people whio think they 
ought tobe free, and think they are 
not, Your fcheme yields no revenue ; 
it yields nothing but difcontent, difer- 
der, difobedience; and fuch is the 
ftate of America, that, after wading 
up to your eyes in blood, you could 
only end juft where you begun; that 
is, to tax where no réyenue is to be 
found, to-my voice fails me; my in- 
ctination, indeed, carries me no furs 
ther—all is confufion beyond it. 

Well, Sir, I have recovered alittle, 
and, before I fit down, I muft fay 
fomething to another point with which 
gentlemen urge us. What is to. be- 
come of the declaratory aé& afferting 
the entirenefs of Britith legiflative au- 
thority, if we abandon the practice of. 
taxation ? > 

For my part, L look upon the rights 
ftated in that act exaétly in the manner: 
in which I viewed them on its-very firlk 


* propofition, and which I have often ta- 


ken the liberty, with great humility, 
to lay before you. I look, I fay, on 
the imperial rights of Great Britain, 
and the privileges which the colonifts 
ought to enjoy under thefe rights,: to 
be juft the moft reconcileable things in 
the world. The parliament of Great 
Britain fits at the head of her extenfive 
empire in two capacities ; one, as the 
local legiflature of this ifland, provid- 
ing for all things at home, immediate- 
ly, and by nd other inftrument than 
the executive power: the other, and, 
I think,’ her nobler capacity, is what 


' I call her imperial charaéer ; inwhich, 


asfrom the throne of heaven, fhe fuperin- 
tends all the feveral inferior legifigrures, 
and guides and controls them all, with. 
out annihilating any. As all thefe pro- 
vincial legiflatures are only co-ordinate 
to each other, they ought all to be 
fubordinate to her, elfe they can nei- 
ther preferve mutual peace, nor — 
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for mutual juftice, nor effeétually afford 
mutual affiftance. It is neceffary to 
coerce the negtigent, to reftrain the 
violent, and to aid the weak-and defi- 
cient, by the over-ruling _plenitede of 
her power, She is never to intrude im- 
to the place of the others, whilit they 
are equal to the common ends.of their 
inftitation, -But,-in erder to enable 
parliament to anfwer ail thefe ends of 
provident and’ bencficent fuperinten- 
dance, her powers outt be boundlefs. 
The pexti€men who think the powers 
of parliament Hmited,may pleafe them- 
felves to: talk of requifitiens. But, 
frppofe the requifitions are not obeyed ; 
What! thai] there be no referved power 
in the empire to fupply a deficiency 
which may weaken, divide, and difli- 
pate the whele?, We are engaged in 
war—the Secretary of State calls upon 
the colonies to contibutefome would 
do. it, I think moft would chearfully 
furnith whatever js demancded—one, or 
two, fuppofe, hang back, and, eafing 
themfelwes, Jet the firefs of the dratt 
Jie on the others—furely it is proper 
that fome authority might legally fay— 
**Tax yourlelves for the common {up- 
ply, or parliament will do it for you.” 
"This backwardnefs was, as I am told, 
ediuaily the cafe of Penniyivania for 
fome fhort time towards the beginning 
of the jaft war, owing to fome internal 
siflantions inthe colony ; but, whe- 
ther the fact were fo, or otherwife, the 
cafe is equaily to be provided for by a 
competent jovercign power ; but then 
this ought to be no ordinary power, 
nor ever ufed in the fir inflance. This 
is what I meant, when I have faid, at 
‘Various times, that. 1 confider the 
power of taxing in parliament as an 
inftiument of empire, and not as a 
means of fupply. 

Such, Sir, is my idea of the contti- 
tution of the Britsth empire, as diftin- 
gurned from the confistution of Bri- 
tain; and, on thefe grounds, | think, 
fubordination an.t liberty may be fufh- 
ciently reconciled through the whole ; 
whether to ferve a refning fpeculatift, 
ar a fagtious demagogue, I know not, 
but enough fure'y tor the eafe and 
happinefs.of man, 

Sir, whi'ft.we beld this happycourfe, 
we drew move from the colonies than 
aid the impotent violence of defpctiim 
ever conid. extort fromahem. We did 
this abundandy in the laft war. It 
has rever Leen once depied—and what 
geafon have we foim>gire that the co- 
‘ fomes wonld mot have. procecded in 
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fupplying government as liberally, «jf 
you had not flepped in, and hindered 
them from contributing, by interiupt- 
ing the channel in which their liberali- 
ty flowed with fo ftrong a courfe; by 
attempting to take, inftead of being 
fatisfied to receive. Sir William Teme 
ple fays, that Holland has loaded itfelf 
with ten times the impofitions which it 
revolted from Spatn rather than fubmit 
to. He faystrue. Tyranny isa poor 
provider. It knows neither how to ac- 


cumulate, nor how to extract. 


I charge, therefore, to this new and 
unfortunate fy@em, the lofs not only 
of peace, of union, and of commerce, 
but even of sevenue, whichr its friends 
are contending for.. It is morally cer- 
tain, that.we bave left at leaft a mil- 
lion of free grants fince the peace. I 
think we bave loft.a great deal more ; 
and that thofe, who look for a revenue 
from the provinces, never cou!d have 
purfued, even in that Jight, a courfe 
more duedily repugnant to their pur- 
pofes. - : 

Now, Sir, I truft I have thewn, firft, 
on that narrow ground which the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman meatured,that you 
are Jike to lofe nothing by complying 
with the metion, exeept what you have 
Jott already. I have thewn afterwards, 
that, im time of peace, vou flourifhed 
in commerce, and, when war required 
it, had fuficient aid from the colonies, 
while you purfued your ancient policy; 
that you threw every thing into confu- 
fuhon when you made the flamp-ac& ; 
and that you reftored every thing to 
peace ard order when you repealed it, 
I have hewn that the revival of the 
fyiiem of taxation has produced the 
very work effedis ; and thatthe partial 
repeal has produced, not partial good, 
but univerfal evil, Let thefe confide- 
rations, founded on faéts, not one of 
which can be denied, bring you back 
to your reafon by the road of your ex- 
perience. 

I cannot, as I have faid, anfwer for 
mixed meafures 3 but, furely, this mix- 
ture of lenity would give the whole a 
better chance of fucce(s. When you 
once regain confidence, the way will 
be clear before you. Then you may 
enforce the aét of navigation when it 
ought to be enforced. You will your- 
felves open it where it ought fill fur- 
ther to be opened. Proceed in what 
you do, whatever you do, from poli- 
cy, and not fromrancour, Let us aét 
like men, tet us act hke ftatefmen, 
Let us hotd ome iort of aaa 7 

uct, 
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du&. Itis agreed that 2 revenue is 
not to be had’ in America + If we 
lofe the profit, let us get rid of the 
odium. 

On this bufinefs of America T. con- 
fefs I am ferious, even to fadnefs. ¥ 
have had but one opinion concerning 
it fince I fat,’ and béfore I fat, in par- 
liament. The noble Lord * will, as 
ufual, probably attribute the part ta- 
ken by me and my friends in this bufi- 
nefs, toa Gfire of getting his: places. ° 
Let him enjoy this happy and original 
idea, If I deprived him of it, I thould 
take away moft of his wit, and all his 
argument, But Ehad rather bear the 
brunt of all his wit, and indeed blows 
Mauch heavier, than ftand anfwerable 
to God for embracing a fyftem that 
tends to the deftrudtion of fome of. the 
very beft and faireft.of his works. But 
I know the map of England as well as 
the Noble Loid *, or as any other per- 
fon; and I know that the way I ‘take

Therefore, however beneficial inoculation may be to particulars, it is 
hurtful in general, and wants regulation by law. 

2. That the number of the people, from the year 1720 to the yeat 1730, was 
the higheft, and hath been fince declining; as the number of chriftenings and 
burials, on the averages of that period, exceed thofe of any ether period, each 
above one thoufand. ’ 

3. That, for the firft fifty years, the chriftenings were thirty-fix more to every

An Accent of a remarkable Apparition.

"TBE following very’ fingular ftory 
comes’ well authenticated : 

ON Saturday, June'22, 1728, John 
Daniel; a lad of about 14 yeas of age, 
appeared, about 12 o'clock at noon, in 
the {chool of Beminfter, ‘between three 
weeks and a month after his burial, 

The fchool of Beminfter is “eo in 
a gallery of the pasifhtchuich, to which 
there is a diflant entfance from the 
tharch-yard.

On Saturday, June 22, 
the mafter had, as ufual, difmiffed’ his 
lads, Twelve of them tarried in the 
charch-yard'to play at,ball. After a 
fhort fpaée, four of them returned in- 
to the (choul, ‘to fearch for old pens 5 
and in the chutch they heard a noile 
like the founding of a brafs pan, on 
which they immédiately ran to their 
playfellows, and told them of it; and 
on their concluding that fome one was 
concealed in oider to frighten them, 
they all ‘went into the fchool to, make 
a difcovery who it was, but on fearch 
found none. As they were veurne 
to their fport, of the ttairs that lea 
into the church-yard, they heard in the 
{chool a fecond noife, as of a man 
going in great boots. Terrified at that, 
they ran round the church, ad when 
at the belfry or weft door they heard 
a third noife, like a'minifter preaching, 
which was fucceeded by another of a 
congregation finging pfalins ;, both the 
laft continued but a‘ fhort time.” Be- 
ing again at their play, in a little time 
one of the lads went into the fchool 
for his book, where he faw lying, on 
one of thé benches, about fix feet from 
him, a coffin. Surprifed at this, ‘he 
runs to his playfellows, ‘and tells them 
what he had feeh,"on which they“all 
thronged to the {chool-door, where 
five of the twelve faw the apparition 
of John Daniel, fitting‘ at fome dif. 
tance from the coffin, farther in the 
fchool. All of them" faw the coffin ; the 
conjeture why all did not fee the ap- 
parition is, becaafe the door was fo 
harrow they could not all approach i¢ 
together. The firft who knew it to 
be the apparition of the deceafed-was 
his half-brother; whd ‘on feeing it 
cried aut, ** There fits our John, with 
< fuch a coat on as I ‘have (in the 
ife-time of the deceaféd they ufually 
were cloathed alike), with a pen in his 
hand, anda book before him, anda 
coffin by him; I'll throw. a ftone at 
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him.”* He was difluaded from it, but 
did it, and doing it faid, “ Take ii,” 
of which the apparition immediately 
difappeared, and jeft the church ina 
thick darknefs fortwo or three minutes, 

On ‘examination before Col. Broad- 
rép, all. the boys, eit ‘between 9 and 
¥2 years of age, agreed in the relation, 
and all the circumitances, even to the 
hinges of ‘the coffin, and the, defcrip- 
tion of the coffin agreed to that where- 
in the deceafed. was buried. 

One of the lads that faw the ap-~ 
parition was full 12 years-old, and of 
that age a fober fedate boy, who came 


‘to the fchool after the deceaied had left 


it, about'a fortnight before he died, ill 
of the flone, and in-his life-time had 
never feen him. He, on examination, 
gave an exact defcription of the per- 
ton of the deceafed, and took notice of 
One thing in the apparition’ which, ef 
capéd the others, viz. a white cloth or 
rag which was bound round one of its 
hands. The woman who laid out the 
corpfe in order to its interment,depoled, 
on gath,, that fhe took fuch a white 
éloth from the hand, it being put om 
it a week or four days before his death, 
his hand being lame. 

The body was tound in the fields, 
at fome dittance, about a furiong be. 
yond the mother’s houfe, in an ob{cure 
place, taken up, and buried without a 
a coroner, on the mother's faying the lad 
in his life-time was fubje& to fits, 
but upon the apparition it was dug up, 
and the jury that, fat on it brought in. 
their virdict frangled. They were in- 
diced to do fo on the oath of two wo- 
men of good repute, who depofed that 
two days after the corps was found 
they faw it, and difcovered round its 
gullet a black lift; and likewife of the 
joiner who put it into the coffin; for 
the fhroud not being orderly put oa 
the corps, but cut in two pieces, one 
laid under and the other over it, gave 
him an opportunity of obferving it. 
A chirurgeon was cn the, {pot witn. the 
jury, but could not pofitively affirm 
that there was anydiflocation of theneck. 


Subftance of the Addrefs of the Ame- 
rican Delegates, in General Congres 
afemblea, to the Inhabitants of the 
Colonies. 

Friends and Fellaw-Countrymen, 

E, the Delegates, &c. appointed 

to meet at” Philadelphia, have 
taken into our moft ferious confi’era- 
tion the important matters recommend- 
ed to the Congrefs ; and as it may 
more iatisfactory to you to be inturned 
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by us in a colleétive body, than in any 


other manner, of thofe fentiments that . 


have been approved, we elteem our- 
felves obliged to add this addrefs to 
the refolutions [of which we have al- 
ready given an account, p. 567-569}. 

In every cafe of oppofition by a peo- 
ple to theirrulers, or of one ftate to 
another, duty to Gud, the Creator of 
all, requires that an. impartial judg- 
ment be formed of the meafures lead- 
ing to fuch oppofition; and of the 
caufes by which it has been provoked, 
or can in any degree be jultified: that 
neither affection on the one hand, nor 
re‘entment on the other, being permitted 
to give a wrong biais to reafon, it may 
be enabled to take a dilpaffionate wew 
of all the circumftances, and fettle the 
public conduét on the folid founda- 
tions of wifdom and juftice. =, 

From councils thus tempered arife 
the fureft hopes of the divine favour, 
the firmeft encouragement to the par- 
ties engaged, and the ftrongelt recom- 
mendation of their caufe to the rett 
of mankind, 

With minds deeply impreffed by a 
fenfe of thefe truths, we have diligent. 
ly, deliberately, and caimly enquired 
into and confidered thofe exertions, 
both of the legiflative and executive 
power of Great. Britain, which have 
excited fo much uneafinefs in America, 
and have, with equal fidelity and at- 
tention, confidered the conduét of the 
colonics. Upon the whole, we find 
ourfélves reduced to the difagreeable al- 
ternative of being filent and betray- 
ing the innocent, or of fpeaking out 
dnd ¢eniuring thofe we with to revere, 
Jn making our choice of theie ditref- 
fing difficulties, we prefer the courfe 
digtated by honefty, and a regard for 
the welfare of our country, 

Soon after the concluiion of the late 
war, there commenced a memorable 
change in the treatment of thefe co- 
lonies. By a ftatute made in the fourth 
year of the piefent reign, a time of 
Profound peace, the Commons of Great- 
Britain undertook to give and grant 
to his Majefty many rates and duties, 
to be paid in thefe colonies; and to 
enforce the obfervance of this a&, it 
prefcribes a great number of fevere 
penalties and forfeitures, to be reco- 
vered in any Court of Record, or in 
any Court of Admiralty or Vice- Admi- 
ralty, at the eleficn of ihe informer or 
profecutor. 

The inhabitants of thefe colonies, 
confiding in the juftice of Great-Bri- 
tain, were (carcely aliowed /rficient 
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time to receive and confider this ad, 
before another, well known. by the 
name of the Stamp- 4d, and paijed in 
the fifih year of this reign, engroffed 
their whole attention. . By this ftature 
the Britith parliament exercifed, in the 
moft explicit manner, a power of fax 
ing us; and, extending the jurildic- 
tion of courts of Admiralty and Vice- 
Admiralty in the colonies to matters 
arifing within the body of a county, 
direfied the numerous penalties and 
forfeitures thereby inflicted, to be re- 
covered in the faid courts. 

In the fame year a tax was impofed 
upon us, by an aét, eltablithing teveral 
new fees in the cuftoms. In the next 
year the Stamp.a&t was repealed ; not 


. becaufe it was*founded on an erroneous 


principle, but, becaufe ‘* the continu- 
ance thereof would be attended with 
many inconveniences, and might be 
produdtive of confequences greatly de- 
trimental to the commercial intereft of 
Great-Britain.” ; 

In the fame year, and by a fubfe- 
quent aét, it was declared, ‘‘ that his 
Majefty in parliament, of right, had 
power to bind the people of thefe colo- 
nies by ftatutes iz all cafes whatfoever.” 

In the next year, (1767,) an ad 
was made ‘ to enable his Majefty to 
put the cufioms, and other duties in 
America, under the management of 
commiffioners, &c.”” and the King 
thereupon ereéted the prefent expenhve 
board of commiffioners, for the exprefs 
purpofe of carrying into execution the 
feveral aéts relating to the revenue and 
trade in America. 

After the repeal of the ftamp a&, 
having again reigned ourelves to our 
ancient unfufpicious affections for the 
parent ftate, and anxious to avoid any 
controverly with her, in hopes of a ta- 
vourable alteration in fentiments and 
meafures towards us, we did not preis 
our objections againft the abovcmens 
tioned ftautes made fubiequent to that 
repeal. 

Adminiftration, attributing to trifling 
caufes a condyét that really proceeded 
from generous motives, were encou- 
raged in the fame year to make a bolder 
experiment on the patience of America, 

By a ftatute, commonly called the 
glafs, paper, and tea ad, made fifteen 
months after the repeal of the famp- 
a@, the commons of Great- Britain re- 
fumed their former language, and 
again undertook to * give and grant 
rates and duties to be paid in thele co- 
lonies.”” 

To this ftatute, fo naturally tending 
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to difturb the tranquillity then univer- 
fal throughout the colonies, parliament, 
in the fame feffion, added another no 
leis extraordinary*; and, amidit the 
jut fears and jealoufies thereby occa- 
tioned, a ftatute was made in the next 
year, to eftablih courts of Admiralty 
and Vice- Admiralty on a new model, 
exprefs y for the end of more effec- 
tually recovering the penalties and for- 
Jeitures infli&ed by aéts of parliament, 
framed for the purpofe of rai/ing a re- 
venue in America, &c. 

Thefe ftatutes, not to mention many 
others exceedingly exceptionable, com- 
pared one with another, will be found 
not only to forma reguiar fyftem, in 
which every part has great force, but 
alfo a pertinacious adherence to that 
fyftem for fubjugating thefe colonies, 
that are not; and from local circum. 
ftances, cannot be reprefented in the 
Houfe of Commans, to the uncontroul- 
able and unlimited power of parlia- 
ment, in violation of their undoubted 
rights and liberties,—in contempt of 
their humble and repeated fupplications, 

This condué mut appear equally 
aftonifhing and anjuftifiable, when it 
is confidcred how unprovoked it has 
been by any behaviour of thefe cola- 
nies, From their firit fettlement, their 
bittereft enemies never fixed on any of 
them »a charge of difloyalty to their 
fovercign, or difaffection to their mo- 
ther-country. In the wars fhe has 
carried on, they have exerted themlelves, 
whenever required, in giving her af- 
filtance; and have rendered her fer- 
vices, which fhe has publicly acknow~ 
ledged to be extremely important. 
Their fidelity, duty, and ufefulnefs 
during the laft war, were frequently 
and affectionately confeffed by his late 
M jetty and the prefent King. 

The reproaches of thofe who are 
moft unfriendly to the freedom of A- 
merica, are principally levelled againit 
the province of Maffachuffetts-bay ; 
but with what little reafon, will ap- 
pear by the repeated declarations of 
a perfon, the truth of whofe evidence, in 
their favour, will not be queftioned +, 





* By this aét the aflembly of New- 
York were prohibited fron acting, till 
provifion was firft made for Britifh troops 
that were Rept up as a ftanding army in 
that pravince, in time of peace, without 
the aflembly’s confent. 

. + Here Governor Bernard’s addrefs to 
the affemb'y, and his difpatches to Lord 
Shelburne, when Secretary of State, are 
produced, in full vindication of the pra- 


vince of Maflachufletts-bay, 
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Severe as the acts of Parliament 'be- 
fore mentioned are, yet the conduét of 
Adminiftration has been equally in- 
jurious and irritating to this. devoted 
country, 

Under pretence of governing them, 
fo many new inftitutions, uniformly 
rigid and dangerous, have been intro- 
duced, as could only be expected from 
incenfed mafters, for colleéting the tri- 
bute, or rather the plunder, of con- 
quered provinces, 

By an order of the King, the autha- 
rity of the Commander in Chief, and 
under him of the Brigadiers General, 
in time of peace, is rendered fupreme 
in all the civil governments in Ames 
rica ; and thus an uncontrouvlable mi- 
litary power is vefted in officers not 
known to the conftitution of thefe co- 
lonies, 

A large body of troops, and a con- 
fiderable armament of fhips of war, 
have been fent to affift in taking their 
money without their confent. 

Expenfive and oppreffive offices have 
been multiplied, and the aéts of cor- 
ruption indufrioufly pra&iled to di- 
vide and deftroy. 

The Judges of the Admiralty and 
Vice Aduiralty Courts are impowered . 
to receive their falaries: and fees from 
the effets to be condemned by them- 
felves ; the Commiffioners of the Cuf- 
tums are impowcred to break open and 
enter houles, without the authority of 
any civil magiftrate founded on legal 
information. 

‘Judges of Courts of Common Law 
have been made entirely dependant on 
the Crown for their commiffions and 
falavies. 

A Cowt has heen eftablifhed at 
Rhode Ifand for the purpofe of taking 
colonilts to England to be tried. 

Humble and reafonabte petitions 
from the reprefentatives of the people 
have heen trequently treated with cons 
tempt; and allemblies have heen ree 
peatedly and arbi-rarily diffolved. 

From fome few inttances it will fuf- 
ficientiy appear, on what preterfions 
of juftrce thofe diffolutions have been 
founded *, ;

priety of the requifisions made, left to 
the affemblies only the eietion between 
diQated fubmiffion and theatened pu- 
nijhinent ; a punthment, too, founded 
‘on no other aét than fuch as is deemed 
innocent even in flaves,—of agreeing 
in petitions for. redveis of grievances, 
that equatiy afe&ed all. 

The hoftde and unjuftifiable invafion 
of Bofton foon followed thele events, 

Adminiftration, determined, to fub- 
due a fpirit of freedom, which Engiith 
winifters fhould have rejoiced to che- 
rith, entered into a monopolizng com- 
bination with the Eaft India company, 
to fend to this continent vat quantities of 
tea, an articleon which a duty was laid 
by avftatute, that, in a particular man- 
ner, attacked the liberties of America, 
and which, therefore, the inhabitants 
of thefe colonies had refolved not to 
import. The cargo fent to South Ca- 
roiina was ftored, and not allowed to 
be fold. Thole fentto Philadephia and 
New York were not permuted to Le 
landed. That fent to Botton was def- 
troyed, becau/e Gov. Hutchinfon would 
not fuffer it to be returned. 

On the intelligence of thefe tranface 
tions arriving in Great Britain, the 
public-fpirited town laft mentioned was 
fingled out for defruétion, and it was 
determined the province it belongs to 
fhould partake of its fate. In the Jatt 
feffion, therefore, were paffed the ats 
for fhuting up the port-of. Bofton, in- 
demnifying the nrurdereis of the inha- 
bitants of. Maflachuffiits - Bay, and 
changing their chartered conftitution of 
government. To inforce thele ats, 
that province is again invaded by a fleet 
and army. 

To mention thefe outrageous pro- 
ceedings is fuflicient to expiain them:

If the unexampled pacific temper of 
that province Mhall difappoint this part 
of the plan, itis, in that cafe, hoped, 
that the other colonies will be fo far 
intimidated, as to defert their brethren, 
fuffering in a common caufe, and that, 
thus difunited, all may be fubdued. 

To promote thefe defigns, another 
meafure has been purfued. In the fef- 
fion of parliament latt mentioned, an 


_a&t was p-ffed for changing the govern- 


ment of Quebec, by which aét the 
Roman Catholic religion, inftead of 
being tolerated, as ftipulated by the 
treaty of peace, is eftablifhed, and the 
people there deprived of the right to an 
affembly, trials by jury and the Englith 
laws in civil cafes abolifhed, and, in- 
ftead thereof, the French laws eftabl.th- 
ed, in diveSt violation of his Majefty’s 
promife by his royal proclamation, un- 
der the faith of which many Engiith 
fubjects settled in that province; and 
the limits of that province are extended 
fo as to comprehend thofe vaft regions 
that lie adjoining to the northernly and 
wefternly boundaries of thefe colonies, 
_ The authors of this arbitrary arrange- 
ment flatter themfelves, that the inha- 
bitants, deprived of liberty, and art- 
fully provoked againft thofe of another 
religion, will be proper inftiuments for 
affiting in the oppieflion of fuch as dif- 
fer from them in modes of. government 
and faith, 

From the detail of faéts herein beforg 
recited, as well as from. authentic in- 
telligence received, it is clear, beyond 
a doubt, that a refolution is formed, 
and now is carfying into execution, to 
extinguifh the freedom of thefe coie- 
nies, by fubjegting them to a delporie 
government. ; ‘ ; 

At this unhappy period we have been 
authorized to meet and contult toge- 
ther' for the welfare of our common

country.. We accepted the important 
‘truit with diffidence, but have endea- 
voured to dilchargs it with integrity. 
Though the ftate of thefe cojonies 
would certainly juftify other measures 
than we have advifed, yet weighty rea- 
fons determined us to prefer thole 
which we.have adopted, In the firit 
plac, ‘it appeared to us a conduét be- 
coming the charaéter thcfe colonies have 
ever fultained, to perform, even in the 
‘midft of the unnatural diltreffes and 
imminent dangers that furround them, 
every act of loyalty; and therefore we 
were induced to offer once more to his 
Majefty the.petitions of his faithful 
and opprefled fubjeéts in America. Se- 
condly, regarding, with the tender af- 
fe&tion which we knew to be fo univers 
fal among our countrymen, the people 
of the kingdom from which we derive 
our original, we could not forbear to 
regulate our fteps by an expeétation of 
receiving full conviétion that the coelo- 
nilts are equally deartothem. Between 
thefe provinces and that body fubfits 
the focial hand, which we ardently with 
may never he diffolved, and which 
cannot be diffolved, until their minds 
fhall become indifputably hofiile, ox 
their inattention thall permit thofe who 
are thus holtile to perfilt in profecuting, 
with the powers of the realm, the det- 
trutive meafures already operating a- 
gaint the colonifts; and, in either 
cafe, thail reduce the latter to fuch a 
firuation, that they thall be compelled 
to renounce every guard but that of 
felf - prefervation. Notwithfanding 
the vehemence with which affairs have 
pcen impelled, they have not yet reach- 
ed that fatal point. We do not incline 
fo accelerate their motion, already a- 
Jarmingly rapid ; we have chofen a me- 
thod aac that does not preclude 
a hearty reconciliation with our fellow- 
citizens on the other fide of the Atlan- 
tic. We deeply deplore the urgent ne- 
ceflity that prefles us to an immediate. 
interrupiion of commerce, that may 
prove injurious to them. We trult 
they will acquit us of any unkind ine 
tentions towards them, by refleét:ng, 
that we fubje&t ourielyes to fimilar in- 
conventencies; that we are driven by, 
the hands of violence into unexperienced, 
and unexp:éted public convulbons, aod 
that we are contending for freedom, fo 
often contended for by our ancettors, 
The people of England will foon 
have an opportunity of declaring their 
fentiments concerning our csufe. Ia 
their piety, genercity, and good fenfe, 
we repole bigh canfidence j and cannot, 
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upon a review of pait exents, :be pers 
fuaded that tdey, the defenders of true 
Figion, and the affertors of the rights 
of mankind, will take part againft their 
‘affeétionate Proteftant brethren in the 
colonies, in favour .of our open and 
their own fecret enemies, whofe in- 
trigues, for feyeral years paft, have 
been wholly exercifed in fapping the 
‘foundations of civil and religious li- 
beyty.

of our anceftors which are record- 
dein your annals, I take the liberty of 
prefenting you with. no lefs a curio- 
fity than that of a letter from a King 
(King James I.) to his fon (afterwards 
Char. I.) and his favourite minifter, 
fervant, and dog, as he ufed to call 
himfelf—Geo. Villiers, D. of Buck- 
ingham. 

This letter was written to thofe two 
gentlemen, during their refidence at 
the Spanifh court, where Bucking- 
ham had carried the Prince, in order 
to his marrying the Infanta. 

‘© My Dear Boy, 

« I WRITE this feventh letter 
wnio you upon the 17th of March, 
fent in my fhip called the Adventure, 
to my two boys, Adventurers ; whom 
God ever biefs!| And now to begin 
with them. ‘* 4 Jove Principium.” 
I have fent you, my Baby, two of your 
Chaplains, fired for this purpofe, 
Mawe and Wren, together with all 
fluff and ornaments fit for the fervice 
of God —I have fully inftructed them, 
fo as all their behaviour and feryice 
thall, T hope, prove decent and agree- 
ahie to the purity of the primitive 
Church: and yet as near the Roman 
form as can lawfully be done; for it 
has ever been My way to go with the 
Chorch of Rome ufque ad Aras. 

‘© Ali the particulars hereof I remit 
to the relation of your before-named 
chaplains: I fend you alfo the robes 
of the Order; which you muft not 
forget to wear upon S°, George’s-day ;

TRE Prince of Condé was the 

King’s near relation®, as fon of 
the King’s firft coufin ; and being born 
and bred an Huguenot, he afterwards, 
in his youth, embraced the Roman 
Catholic religion, to the inexpreffible 
joy of the people ¢, whofe affections 
he had gained, partly by the greatnets 


of his birth, and partly by the vivacity . 


of his fpirit.. As no one of the blood 
royal was more nearly allied to the 
King, all the parliaments of the king- 
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dom had acknowledged this Prince to 
be the lawful heir of the crown, 
before the King. married his fecond 
wife, and had children of his own. 
And when the King had afterwards, 
by his fecond .mariiage, fecured the 
fucceffion to his own line, Condé till 
remained in the rank of firft Prince of 
the blood, a ftation of great privilege 
in France, and of the utmolt con- 
fequence. 

Condé’s friends were at this time fol- 
licitous to procure him a wife, and the 
abovementioned daughter of the grand 
conftable appeared to be the moft fuit- 
able for the purpofe, The Prince was 
then a young man of 22 years of age, 
and was by no means ignorant of ae 
King’s new flame; but believing that 
making Margaret his wife, would be a 
proper and fufficient remedy to- extin- 
guith it, he proceeded in the match, 
and the nuptials were celebrated ac- 
cordingly, in the moft pompous and 
folemn manner, He quickly found 
himfelf deceived in his opinion, for the 
ftronger the obftacles grew, in refpe@ to 
Margaret, fo much the more did the 
King’s inclinations increafe. He con- 
cealed, indeed, his affe&tion for fome 
fhort time, but it growing the more 
violent for being eellrained. broke out 
at length into a raging flame; and, 
therefore, now finding himéfelf unable 
to govern his paflion, he began, by 
various means and artifices, to {ek to 
obtain his ends. 

Condé was attentive to all this; and 
after being agitated by fundry thoughts 
and reflections, determined at laft, 
that the beft method of fecuring his 
honour would he, to remove the 
Princefs from court, and fo he con- 
veyed her to one of his palaces, diftant 
a few leagues from Paris, on ‘the fide 
of Picardy. When the King came to 
know this, he was exceffively tranf- 
ported ; for, to his paffion for the Prin-

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cefs thee was now’ joyned a fierce 
indignation. At firft, undér certain 
colourable pretences, and : afterwards 
by open threats, he enjoyned the 
Prince, who’ often .wént to Paris, to 
bring. bis wife back to court; and in’ 
the mean time, being very unable any 
louger to bear with her -ablence, he 
rode one-day, as itis faid, difguited 
and aittended only by afew horfe, feve- 
ra} leagues, to (ee her at the place where 
fe was; under the pretence of going a 
hunting. ‘ 

The Prince artfully pretended to 
comply with the King’s requelt ; and 
for this purpoié made. a few as ‘if be 
would go and fetch bis. wife, but his 
private and fixed refolution was to 
tranfport her out of the kingdom; and 
this he did not long'delay: for hav- 
ing prepared all things neceffary for. 
his flight before his departure from 
Paris, he put it in execution in this 
manner. He placed himfelf and his wife, 
with two of her ladies, in a.coach drawn 
by 8 horfes, and caufing himfelf to be 
attended by fome faddie horfes, and 
only 3 or 4 of his mo trully domettics, 
he privately took the road that leads to 
the fronticrs of Flanders, towards Ar- 
tois, which was that part of the Ne- 
therlands that lay next him; and when 
the coach horfes were tired, he'and ‘the 
Princeis mounted the” faddie horles. 
What added wings'to his ‘efcape, and 
the fharpelt fpurs to his celeiity, was, 
not only the hazard to which he taw his. 
honour expéfed, but alfo the danger of 
his’ life, which laft was now become 
apparent to him, from the cohfiderae 
tion of the wrath and fury of the King. 
And thus he never ftopped tli, deimg 
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arrived’ dt Lahdrecy, a confiderable 
city of Artois; hé conceived he might 
fately repofe himfelf there.’ 

From Landrecy he immédiatély difs 
patched one‘of his gentlemen to compli- 
ment the Archd.. Abert *, and to inform 
him of the interefting incidéyts which 
had befalien him, The Archduke was 
then along with the Archduchefs, the 
Infanta [fabella }, at-Marimonte, for 
his diverfion, a piace fituated towards 
the fronticrs of .Frahkce; and the 
Prince’s requeft to him’ was, that he 
might be permitted to: wait on him. 
Bat the Archduke, fenfbie that the 
King of Franee would certainly’ be 
off nded thould he fuffer that, thought 
proper, though with ‘a‘good grace, ‘to 
refufe him, piving’him, withal, to un- 
derfiand, that he covla not ‘confent for 
him 'té continue in his territories, thro” 
which, neverthelefs, he might freely 
pals, and tranfport himfelf’ to fome 
other place. . 

. The Prince, excluded thus from an’ 
Abode in Flanders, went’ immediately 
to Juliers, where the Archduke Leo- 
poid was then refidentt, being fent 
thither by the Emperor, on occafion of 
the difference that had arifen about the 
fucceflion to the ellates and poflefions 
of the Duke of Cleves, who was then 
dead, and had left no children §. 
Thence he went to Cologne, ‘and from 
the magiftracy of that place, agreeably 
to the ancient privileges which the im- 
petial cities of Germany enjoy, ob- 
tained full libesty of making this abode 
there [|], Such was the ‘occafion, and 
fuch was the manner and fuccefs, of the 
flight of the Prince of «Condé.

oF this very curious, expenfive, and 

elaborate work, we fhall now fe- 
le&t a few fuch paffages as feem gene- 
rally interefting, and may molt eafily 
be detached. 

Vol. I. p. 206. ‘* On the top of the 
hill, S. of, and oppofiteto, Mr. Bond’s 
houfe, at Creech Barrow, a very re- 
matkable phenomenon was pretended 
to have happened in 1678. One even- 
ing in December, was imagined to be 
feen a vaft number of armed men, fe- 
veral thoufands,marching trom Flowers 
Barrow, over Grange hills; and a 
great noife and clathing of arms was 
Juppofed to have been heard. Nothing 
appeared on the S. fide of the hill. 
They were pretended to have been 
feen by, Capt. John Lawrence, then 
owner of Grange, who lived there, 
and his brother, and 100 more, patti- 
cularly by four clay-cutters juft go- 
ing to leave off work, and all the peo- 
ple in the cottages and hamlets there- 
about, who. left their fupper and 
houfes, and came to Wereham, and 
alarmed the town, on which the boats 
were all drawn to the N. fide of the river, 
and the bridge barricadoed ; 300 of the 
militia were marched to Wareham ; 
Capt. Laurence and his brother went 
poft to London, and depofed the par- 
ticulars, on oath, before the council ; 
and had not he and his family been of 
known affeétion to the government, he 
wou'd have been teverely punifhed, the 
nation being in a ferment about Oates’s 
plot. This account ! had from one 
Thomas Bolt, a native of Wareham, 
who then lived there, and perfeétly re- 
membered the particulars; he died 
1758, aged 59 f. = 

‘© have in iy poffeffion an origi- 
nal letter written by Mr. Thomas 
Doiman, I fuppofe then clerk of the 
council, dated Dec. 14, 1698, dire&ted 
to George Fulford, and Rovert Coker, 
Efqrs. officers of the militia; wherein 
he teils them, that Mr. Secretary Co- 
ventry had communicated their letter 
of the roth inftant, touching the num- 
ber of armed men pretended to be feen 
in Purbeck, to the Lords of the Coun- 
cil, who commanded him to let them 
know that they took in good part their 
care, in putting themfelves in a pofture

“In acolle&tion of ftate traéts,1706, 
vol. ii, p. 582 3, is a pamphlet pub- 
lithed in 1669, containing arguments 
againft a ftanding army. It has a few 
hints of this affair, which the author 
fometimes treats with contempt, callin 
it the Purbeck apparition, yet makes it 
an argument for a militia, and fays, 
above 40,000 armed volunteers afftm- 
bled, in two or three days time, to have 
met the French, had they been there ; 
but that the Court difliked it, and quef= 
tioned the Sheriff bout it. This locks 
asif the poffe comitatus was then raifed, 
In 1756, tlus trifling ftory was revived, 
and made an argument for the necef- 
fity and ufefulneis of a militia.

The Saxon Chronicle, and Florence of 
Worcetter, do not fay on what occafion, 
or where. If they are to be taken for 
a modern date of repair(perhaps 1748), 
and the letters below do not ftand for 
Ano, might we, without a Stukeleian 
conje&tu.e, read JAO, and fuppofe the 
figure to reprefent the fupreme Deity ? 
“© Tt has been reported to have been 
made by Ld. Holles’s fervants, during 
his refidence here: but it is more likely 
he only caufed it to be repaired; for 
fome people, who died not long fince, 
0 or go years old, when young, knew 
fome of the fame age, that averred it 
was there beyond the memory of man. 
There is a tradition, that a giant, who 
refided hereabout in former ages, the 
peft and terror of the adjacent country, 
having made an excurfion into Black- 
more, and regaled himfelf with feveral 
theep, retired to this hill, and lay down 
to fleep. The country-people feized 
this opportunity, pinioned him down, 
and killed him, and then traced out 
the dimenfions of his body, to perpe- 
tuate his memory. Fabulous as this 
fiory is, it is, perhaps, a proof of the 
great antiquity of this figure. It ex- 
tends over near an acre of ground, as 
does the White Horfe in Berkhhire, 
which is 550 feet from the head to the 
withers. It feems to have been exe- 
cuted by perfons who were not quite 
unacquainted with the rules of propor- 
tion obferved by ftatuaries and painters, 
who anciently allowed feven or eight 
heads to the length of a human body. 
It is repaired about once in feven years 
by the people of the town, by clean- 
fing the furrows, and filling them with 
frefth chalk. Scouring the White Horfe 
is a cuttom and feftival folemnized 
from time immemorial, by a numerous 
concourfe of people from the adjacent 
villages. If there ever was any parti- 
cular day in the year for this purpofe 
here, the memory of it is now loft, and 
the operation performed juft when the 
towns- people think fit. Moft antiqua- 
ries agree that it is a monument of 
high antiquity, and’ make little doubt 
but that it was a reprefentation of the 
Saxon god Heil; fo that it muft be 
more ancient, at leaft, than A. D. 600, 
foon after which time the Saxons were 
conveited to chriftianity. Dr. Stuke- 
ley was of a fingular opinion, that it 
was the figuie of Hercules, and that 
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the Saxon god Heil was no other than 
the Pheenician Hercules, or Melicar- 
tus, who brought hither the firft co- 
Jony; and that this figure was not fo 
much an object of religious worthip, 
as a memorial. He fuppotes this enor- 
mous figure might be cut by the Bri- 
tons in compliment to Eli, furnamed 
the Great, on his expelling the Belge. 
Here is a wood called Hele-wood to 
this day. The late learned Mr. Wife, 
who, from an excefs of delicacy, de- 
clined to illuftrate this fingular monu- 
ment, fuppofes it of much later date 
than the two figures of White Horfes 
in Be:ks and Wilts, and Whiteleaf 
Crofs, Bucks, which he refers to the 
Saxon times, Mr. Aubrey, in his 
Monument. Brit. fays, that, before the 
civil wars, on Shottover-hill, near Ox- 
ford, was the effigies of a giant cut 
in the earth, as the White Horfe is.”

Poth Hebraorum, and with equal ele- 

gance he has adapted feveral A fratic 

poems to the Greek and Roman lyre, 
in ftrains not unworthy of Theocitius 
or Anacreon, Horace or Catullus. Of 
thefe we will add a few {pecimens, 
after mentioning, that, in his Limon, 

the famous foliloquies of Henry IV. 

Cato, and Hamlet, the Thirfty Fly, and 

feveral other Englith epigrams, a {cene 

from the Adelphi, and the fages of 
human life from As you like it, (she two 
laft at the age of 16,) are tranflated in- 
to Greek ; with four odes to Venus, 

Lzlius, and the Moon, and a hymn 

from Callimachus, in Latin. 

The following paflage is tranflated 
from Chap, VII. 

‘© Of Comparifon. 

** This univerfal temple of nature 
fupplics poets with an infinite variety 
of timilivudes. Let them place before 
their eyes the heavens, earth, and fea ; 
Jet them behold in the heavens the fun, 
moon, and ftars ; on earth, trees, 
flowers, plants, corn, and apimats ; 
in the waters, fifh of all kinds; let 
them view tke clouds fufpended in the 
air, let them furvey the placid ferenity 
of the fky, and an immenfe variety and 
abundance of fimilar objeéts will im- 

mediaiely 
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mediately arife. Thefe are common 
to all nations ; but there are many na- 
tural images more familiar to the Afia- 
tics than to. others; fuch are thofe of 
the rifing dawn, and the ftars, whofe 
courfs the Arabians, dwelling intents, 
can moft commodioufly obferve; and 
fome alfo peculiar to the Afiatics, as 
thofe of herbs, trees, animals, and 
other objects unknown in Europe, 
No wonder, therefore, that the fimi- 
li:udes of the Afiatic poets feem to 
our ears fometimes harfh and fome- 
times even filly. We laugh when a 
Perfian poet compares a flender girl to 
a box-tree, (a comparifon, however, 
very frequently ufed by the Afiatics) 
becaufe the box in. Europe creeps on 
the ground, and would be the mean: ft 
of thrubs, were it not for the brilliancy 
of its verdure ; but in Alia it grows 
up to a beautiful tree, and is adorned 
with flender branches. Befides, we 
mutt obferve, on thofe two faculties of 
comparing and diftinguifhing, that the 
firft is peculiar toa mind greatly un- 
cultivated and luxuriant, ardent, im- 
petuous, poetical 5 the other to a mind 
polifhed, delicate, correét, accurate ; 
the one belongs to the judgment, the 
ether to the genius and psflions. 

‘¢ Hence the poetry of the Afiatics 
abounds more with metaphors and fimi- 
hitudes than that of the Europeans : 
for thefe (I except Homer and the 
Greeks) feldom admit a comparifon 
unlefs it agrees in all refpects; thofe 
eagerly (natch the fimilitude that of- 
fers, little follicitous as to the fault of 
difayreement. But the origin of the 
beauty and copiou(nefs of the A fiatic 
comparifons is of little confequence, if 
it bé allowed, that all poetry owes its 
principal grace and {weetnefs to them ; 
and that thofe which are drawn from 
natural objects are much the {weeteit.””

We will not injure this beautiful ode 
by a profe tranflation, feeing by many 
inftances, even in this work, how much 
of the fpirit of poetry evaporates by 
fuch transfufions. By the fpecimens 
here given, Hafez, indeed, feems the 
Horace or Anacreon of Afia, and not 
inferior to theGreek or theRoman either 
in wit or in libertinifm. So licentious, 
indeed, were his poems, that, after 
his death, the grandees of the city Shi- 
raz denied him burial; but being di- 
vided in opinion, they agreed to draw 
lots, and to open the poet's works for 
the fake of divination: the firlt paffage 
that offered itielf being this, 

O turn not back from Hafez’ funeral 
rites, 
For, tho’ a finner, he will enter heaven, 


the priefts immediately confented, and 
buried the poet in that place, called 
Molel, which he had celebrated in his 
poems. Ebn Arabfhah, an Arabian 
poet, is alfo highly commended by our 
author for his Hiffory of Timur (or 
Tamerlane), though, contrary to mok 
poe:s, he reprefents his hero, cruel, 
impious, and inhuman, with fome 
fparks, however, of magnificence, pa- 
tience, courage, and placability, Per- 
fia, too, can boalt in Ferdufi a writer 
truly epic, whofe poem on the ancient 
and memorable war between Afrafab 
King of Tranfoxian Tartary, and the 
three Kings of Perfia, Caicobad, Cai- 
caus, and Caikhofru,** approaches (Mr. 
J.fays) very nearly to the dignity, and, 
as it were, celeftial ardor of Homer.” 
This poem our author hints an inten- 
tion of difcufling in a feparate work, 
and perhaps of publifhing the whole : 
and the oration trem it which he has 
quoted and tranflated into excellentVire 
gilian verie, makes us with for more. 


But we muft now with reluétance

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of this truly claffical wiiter with his 
own concluding addrefs tu his Mufe, 
which, elegant as ig is, we with had 
not been neceffiry.

they made very light of his friendfhip, 
becaufe he knew very well that they had 
fent more confiderable prefents to the lit- 
tle ftates of Algiers, Tunis, and Tripoli, 
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which, in fome degree, were dependent 
upon him ; and therefore, to fhew his re- 
fentment of their behaviour, he had de- 
clared war againft the republic, This 
news is confirmed in the London Gazette. 

Advice has been received in France, 
that three Englifh frigates, ftationed in 
America; have feized upon two French 
merchant-fhips, laden with military ftores 
and French manufattures. The Captains 
had the precaution to throw their papers 
overboard before they were taken; and 
flatter themfelves, that, if they ate ablé 
to prove that they failed beforethe King’s 
orders arrived at the ports they came 
from, they will be releafed. Some ac- 
counts fet forth, that they are two Dutch 
fhips, under French colours, Be this as. 
it will, both the Englifh and Dutch am- 
baffadors have had fome talk with the 
miniftry. upon this affair, fince which 
they have fent couriers to their refpective 
courts. 

Letters from Paris mention the execu- 
tion of a young man, and his accomplice, 
laft weck, for murdering his father, a 
ftable-keeper of that city, with a knife, 
with which he gave him two mortal 
wounds in the body. His mother gave 
him ten guineas to effect his efcape; but 
the murderers, however, were both ta- 
ken, tried, and fentenced to the wheel, 
&c. In the morning of their execution, 
the fon was carried to Notre Dame, where, 
with a lighted torch in his hand, he made 
public confeffion of his crime to.God, his 
King, and juftice; after which he had 
his right hand fevered at the wrift from 
his body ; he was next conducted to the 
foot of a fcaffold, where he beheld his 
accomplice on the wheel,. Having afcend- 
ed it, he was likewife put on the rack, 
with his face upwards, in which excruci- 
ating torture he continued near fix hours, 
uttering the moft horrid imprecations, be- 
fore he expired. : 

During the courfe of the month patt, 
application was made to the court of fefion 
in Scotland, on the part of Mr. Dodfley, 
bookfeller in London, againft certain prin- 
ters and bookfeHers in Edinburgh, who 
had printed an edition of Lord Chefter- 
field’s Letters. Mr. Dodfley alledged,

figns, and that this copy-right had never 
been affigned to Mr. Dodfley by Lord 
Chefterfield. The court was pleafed to 
granta fift to ftop the fale for ten days, 
upon Mr. Dodfley’s finding caution for 
g500l. to ph ec a dere might be fuf- 
tainéd bythe fale of the book being Ropped.
